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Publix Production Department Is Bowing Out to F. & M. Ideas 


CARNIVALS MAY ORGANIZE 


11 Houses Are 
To Get Units 


Doc Howe working out 
routing details — expects 
total of 52 weeks by fall 


NEW YORK, July 6.—Publix’s 
production department was vir- 
tually wiped out last week with 
the completion of negotiations for 
the circuit to use Fanchon & 
Marco Ideas in all of the houses 
on its presentation route with the 
exception of the Paramounts in 
New York and Brooklyn, and the 


houses owned and operated by 
Warner but playing Publix units until 
now. Deal stands as the biggest maneuver 
in the variety field in several seasons. All 
that remains indefinite at the present time 
are the dates when the first Ideas will go 
into the Paramount houses and at what 
spots they will start. That they will go 
in before the end of July was made em- 
phatic by M. D. (Doc) Howe, F. & M.’s 
general booking manager, who at pres- 
ent is working out routing and trans- 
portation details to fit the Publix thea- 
ters into the regular F. & M. route. 


Eleven Publix houses figure to get the 
Ideas. These are the Denver, Denver; 
Minnesota, Minneapolis; Chicago, Para- 
dise, Oriental and Uptown, Chicago; 
Paramount, Toledo; Imperial, Toronto; 
Buffalo, Buffalo; Metropolitan, Boston, 
and the Paramount, New Haven. In the 
last-named town F. & M. Ideas are now 
playing the Poli Palace. This house will 
probably be switched to vaude when 
the units go into the Publix theater. 

The addition of the Paramount thea- 
ters will give F. & M. a 41-week route 
instead of the 30 weeks it has now. 
“Doc” Howe yesterday stated that he 
expects to have 52 weeks by the fall thru

World’s Fair Staff ‘Expected 


CHICAGO, July 6.—While confirma- 
tion from headquarters is lacking, indi- 
cations point to a radical change in the 
near future in the makeup of the staff 
handling the Century of Progress Exposi- 
tion of 1933. According to reliable re- 
ports some of the chief backers are said 
to have been forced, albeit reluctantly, 
to admit that the ultra highbrow man- 


ner in which the exposition has been 
presented to the public to date has car- 
ried no general appeal and that unless 
some genuine showmanship can be in- 
jected, and quickly, the success of the 
exposition will be seriously jeopardized. 
Lack of any showmanship in handling 
of the fair plans has caused the starting

Mathis 
has a financing plan which he feels sure 
is workable and can be successfully put 
into effect if the carnival owners will 
get together on it. Lack of finances was 
the snag which wrecked organization 
plans last fall. Mathis is sure he can 
obtain plenty of substantial backing 
when co-operation of the show owners 
is assured. 

At this meeting it was pointed out that 
wasteful mismanagement and cut-throat 
competition are responsible for the pres- 
en: critical condition of the carnival 
business. It was estimated that the re-

Wisconsin State 
Fair Now Certain 


MADISON, Wis., July 6.—Holding of 
Wisconsin State Fair this year was made 
certain last week when Gov. Phil La Fol- 
lette signed the fair bill, appropriating 
$255,000 from the general State fund, all 
receipts from fair to go into same fund. 

In case receipts do not meet expenses, 
deficit will be made up by savings from 
the tuberculosis test appropriation. If 
these savings are not enough, remainder 
will be made up from State emergency 
fund. 

Veto of the $250,000 item in State 
budget for the fair by Gov. La Follette 
earlier in the session brought protests, 
and an appeal by Milwaukee civic and 
business associations to provide funds 
was successful.

RKO Cancels 7 


Harris Binder | 


Claims violation in playing 
Utica without o. k.---actor’s 
counsel issues denial 


NEW YORK, July 4—RKO 
has canceled the three-year ex- 
clusive contract it holds on the 
services of Bud Harris, with a 
year and a half still to go. Move 
was made Monday (June 29) 
when the circuit learned that 
Harris violated the contract. The 
legal department.notified him by 
mail on that day that the agree- 
ment was off. Cancellation came when 
RKO learned that he played the Stan- 
ley, Utica, for Warner for three days, 
starting June 25. Circuit claims he did 
this without permission, which was a 
violation of a clause in the contract, 
which stated that Harris was permitted 
only to play RKO dates or theaters desig- 
nated by the circuit, 

Harris, thru his attorney, William 
Lambert, contends that permission was 
given by RKO to play the Warner date. 
Lambert would not reveal the name of 
the consenting official, however. RKO's 
ace in the hole on this statement is that 
when it farmed Harris off to Publix and 
Loew not so long ago it was done with 
written permission, and that it must be 
assumed the same would be done for any 
other dates. 

Harris’ attorney also disclosed that the 
RKO letter is being disregarded and that 
he and his client are not considering the 
contract broken. He claims that Harris 
will show up today at the Albee, Brooklyn, 
where he was originally set to play and 
which RKO canceled. 

RKO is said to have experienced con- 
siderable difficulty with Harris on several 
occasions in the past. But the Utica in- 
cident was apparently the first oppor- 
tunity that presented itself to break the 
contract. Harris was recently involved 
in a controversy with the Fanchon & 
Marco office, resulting in a near-ban put 
up against colored performers by this 
outfit. 

The RKO contract guaranteed Harris 
40 weeks out of a year at $700 weekly. 
A minimum of $42,000 ls involved in the 
alleged breach by Harris.

2.000.000 Leave Metropolis

NEW YORK, July 5.—Nearly 2,000,000 
people were reported making the annual 
exodus to beach resorts, mountain 
country and lake regions over the holi- 
cay week-end, commencing the trek Fri- 
day afternoon and evening. 

Resorts, beaches, parks and swimming 
yools within 200 miles of here were pre- 
paring for heavy trade, with park cen- 
ters aiming to even the balance in the 
rush for heat relief and recreation by 
putting on special Fourth of July pro- 
grams, including fireworks, band con- 
certs and acts. Parks with pool and 
bathing facilities were offering water 
carnivals, competitions and sports. Like- 
wise individual swimming pools.

NEW YORK, July 4—RKO 
house managers are engaged in a 
competition this month for the 
highest standing in a combined 
rating of salesmanship and show- 
manship. Every theater on the 
circuit is considered as having an 
equal chance to win for its man- 
ager the title of RKO Honor Man. 


The winner will be rewarded with 
an extra month’s vacation and a trip to 
the Mediterranean and return on the 
Conte Grande of the Lloyd Sabaudo 
Line.

Denver and St. Louis spots 
prospering---Shuberts plan- 
ning “al fresco” circuit

ST. LOUIS, July 6—Two of 
the country’s choice outdoor pres- 
entation spots—Elitch Gardens, 
Denver, and Forest Park, St. 
Louis—are reported to be getting 
the biggest business they have 
known in years. As a result of 
the excessive box-office action at 
these two places, a summer circuit 
of open-air playhouses looms 
most strongly, with the Shuberts reported 
behind the venture. 

Elitch Gardens is getting a strong play 
from entertainment seekers, and the 
stock company is reported to be doing 
exceptional business. Isham Jones and 
his orchestra, nightly attractions at 
Elitch Gardens, are reported to be doing 
the same. 

Likewise, St. Louis is patronizing its 
municipal opera company at Forest Park. 
Exceptional returns are reported at the 
box office. Several of the Shubert staff 
ére in St. Louis in connection with the 
various productions being made at the 
park, and J. J. Shubert is due during 
the week. So great does business loom 
for the current season at Forest Park 
that already rumors are adrift that the 
Shuberts contemplate establishing simi- 
lar projects in various spots thruout the 
country where large auditoriums are 
available in parks. 

Dame Rumor has it that the Shuberts 
plan a circuit of open-air theaters, where 
their plays will be presented with casts 
that include many of the more impor- 
tant players under contract to them.

Acts Not Compelled Legally 


To Hire Commercial Haulers 


NEW YORK, July 6.—Altho acts are 
not restricted in their contracts as to 
the method used in transporting scenery 
and props to theaters, a number of them 
are reported to have been intimidated 
into using more expensive means of 
hauling than they preferred. Acts are 
complaining that, upon reaching a thea- 
ter for rehearsal, they are told by stage- 
hands that their scenery will not be 
hung because it was not hauled to the 
theater by union truckmen. 

In some cases, acts were reported to 
have been frightened into paying union 
rates for a short haul around the block. 
More experienced performers insisted on 
their rights and got in touch with the 
house manager or the circuit’s home of- 
fice, who immediately ordered the stage- 
hands to do their work. 

Acts playing coffee-and-cake dates on 
indie time or breaking in for the major 
circuits at equally low salaries often find 
that the cost of commercial hauling eats 
up a big portion of their salaries. To 
avoid this, acts often carry baggage by 
hand, or use their own cars, or taxis. 
At most houses in Greater New York, 
stagehands receive this baggage without 
comment, but in certain spots where 
stagehands more actively support union 


truckmen, the former refuse to handle 
the baggage. Scenery is hung only after 
-the acts pay extra for union hauling or 
promise to use union truckmen in the 
future. 

Performers’ contracts specify that they 
must be at the theater at a certain time 
for rehearsal and the circuits are not 
directly concerned how the acts get 
there. A major circuit official told The 
Billboard that his circuit is interested in 
hauling only when the show is delayed 
for any reason; then !t will step in to 
make inquiries. Otherwise, it feels it is 
not involved. 

The general attitude of stagehands is 
that they should favor union truckmen, 
since both the stagehands’ union No. 1 
and the drivers’ union No. 817 are affili- 
ated with the A. PF. of L. However, this 
attitude varies in each house. In some 
spots stagehands are aggressively sym- 
pathetic with the union truckmen and 
in other spots they take no stand what- 
ever in the matter. All circuit and most 
of the indie houses in this city are union. 

Complaints about hauling troubles 
rarely reach circuit officials because acts 
fear that they will be looked upon as 
“bolsheviks” and have their dates can- 
celled.

RKO Lawyers Warning 
On Contract Signing 


NEW YORK, July 6.—Legal depart- 
ment of RKO has been experiencing dif- 
ficulty for some time over the improper 
signing of contracts. Things came to 
a head when the Contract Department 
of the Sixth Floor notified all RKO 
agents that their acts should be more 
careful when signing contracts. 


Singles have not been giving trouble, 
but acts with team names or titles have 
regularly been signing in such a manner 
as to make the contract void. Team 
names, it has been explained, should be 
signed “Jones and Smith, per John 
Jones”; not just “Jones and Smith.” 


In law suits improper signing of con- 
tracts has confused matters for the legal 
department, making it difficult to place 
responsibility for the act on an indi- 
vidual. 
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RKO Has Entirely New Slant 


On Assembling Its Intacts 


Budgets will be more elastic next season—allowances will 
be made for acts that mean something at b. 0.—will put 
reverse on embellishing-booking tieup 


NEW YORK, July 6.—Definite assurances have been given by 
RKO ofticials that the circuit’s Coast-to-Coast intacts will undergo a 
material change both in content and the number of acts used. Not- 
withstanding that authoritative statements were issued several weeks 
ago to the effect that budgets for the intacts will be sliced by about 


$400, the word is out now from 
sources regarded as equally au- 
thentic that there will be no cut 
in budgets; also that the bookers 
of the intacts, Charles J. Free- 
man and Dolph Leffler, will be permitted 
a greater degree of clasticity in assem- 
bling acts for the units. 

For some time it has been known that 
Hiram S. Brown; his assistant, James H. 
Turner, and others directly concerned 
with the administration of the circuit 
are dissatisfied with the general quality 
of shows launched over the intact route. 
The booking department has not been 
held solely at fault for this condition. 
RKO officials are beginning to realize 
that there is something basically wrong 
with the intacts, and the chief complaint 
is that they lack “bigness” and are not 
substantial enough generally to counter- 
balance the'‘effect of poor films. 

This last season vaudeville was not 
counted upon to a great extent to bring 
trade into RKO houses. So long as the 
vaude shows constituted pleasing enter- 
tainment the theater operating depart- 
ment was well satisfied with results 
from Freeman's end. With film prospects 
reported to be poor RKO is now definitely 
committed to a policy of seeking acts 
that mean something at the box office. 
The intact budgets, running from $2,700 
to $3,000, have not permitted the book- 
ing of playable “names” consistently. 
It is felt that with the budgets more 
elastic and with the sweeping away of 
the old four-act lines something might 
be done in the fall to give the shows 
needed punch and box-office value. There 
are said to be at least 20 “names” that 
RKO can use handily in its intact houses 
which have thus far been out of Free- 
man's reach for intact booking due to 
the restricted budget plan. These 
“names” are being corralled and will be 
sent out beginning in the fall supported 
by from four to five acts. 

RKO’s operators and administrative of- 
ficials agree with Freeman that there is 
nothing to be gained from adding to the 
number of acts used in each intact with- 
out keeping up a consistently good 
quality in the shows. The eight-act 
shows for the Coast houses as well as 
several other spots in the West will be 
resumed, as has been stated on previous 
occasions, but these will be booked from 
one office (New York) and will not be of 
the “bargain” type. If it is found when 
the mew season approaches closer that it 
is impossible to buy eight good acts at a 
reasonable figure, the plan might be

J. Preeman, RKO’s booking manager, 
when the operators of that circuit sub- 
mitted to him the list of next season's 
vaudefilmers a few weeks ago. Freeman 
had the right to object to putting vaude 
in a spot where, in his opinion, it could 
never be successful, and also to suggest 
resuming it in a house the operators had 
figured on keeping in straight pictures. 


Warner, at the beginning of last sea- 
son, was all het up about the impending 
addition of a number of weeks of vaude 
playing time. Theater opérators at that 
time were considering adding enough 
houses to Kemp’s books to give him 
about 15 weeks, but, it is reported, that 
a hitch in the way of the circuit's finan- 
cial difficulties prevented this plan from 
being carried thru. Warner at present 
has about four weeks of vaude playing 
time and three weeks of presentations. 
Latter are furnished by Publix. 


Warner’s attitude on units has not 
been hidden for the last six months. It 
has been openly admitted by the book- 
ing officials that presentations mean lit- 
tle in the way of variety entertainment, 
and less to the b. o.’s they play. They 
will probably be dropped and vaude sub. 
stituted when the contract with Publix 
runs out in October. 

That the circuit needs “flesh” has 
been made obvious by the comparatively 
small percentage of dropping in stage 
shows for the summer this year. Last 
summer and the year before vaude went 
out for ali-film policies as soon as hot 
weather set in. 

Warner was to have been a partner 
with Fox in the scheme of supplying 
Class “B” units to those houses of both 
circuits that needed stage shows but 
could not stand a high budget. Fanchon 
& Marco was to do the producing. Plan 
fell thru a couple of months ago, how- 
ever, when the unions refused to make 
concessions that would eliminate the hir- 
ing of pit orchestras and stagehands in 
towns the baby presentations played. 


Fisher Rumors Revived: 
Linder Is Also Trying

indie booker, would be added to the 
RKO booking staff have cropped up 
again, only to be given the boot for the 
second time by Charles J. Freeman, 
booking manager.

dropped until the houses set aside for 
this policy are in a better position to 
have their stage-show budgets raised. 


While Roxy is being spoken of as on 
the verge of stepping into the booking 
department, RKO officials still deny that 
he will have any direct bearing on the 
vaude situation until the straight vaude 
house is opened in Radio City. Action 
will be taken on genuine embellishment 
of the intacts long before Roxy jumps 
into the breach, it is reported. 


Sources reported close to Brown state 
that it is the RKO president’s idea that 
the embellishing now being done by 
Janette Hackett should not be a follow- 
up on the bookings of Freeman’s staff. 
When the KO booking problem is 
finally ironed out to suit the plans of 
the circuit’s officials the embellishing 
feature will constitute the first step in 
booking. Instead of Miss Hackett’s de- 
partment working on a framework of 
acts supplied by the bookers the process 
will work out the other way around. The 
embellisher will supply an idea and all 
its fixings and the bookers will buy acts 
to fit into the motif. This will be similar 
to the plan now in effect at the Roxy, 
where the house producer contributes 
an idea and when in need of acts to fit 
into this theme calls upon the Fanchon 
& Marco booking office to supply his 
needs, 


RKO’s theater operators have been 
complaining that the intacts mean noth- 
ing to them at the box office except as 
a guarantee of keeping grosses up at 
a certain level. The answer of the book- 
ing department has been that if budgets 
were made more elastic and more funds 
released for stage shows an immediate 
improvement would be shown in the 
content of the intacts, and possibly their 
value at the box office. The impending 
switch in the relation of the embellisher 
to the bookers is a preliminary step to 
giving intacts an entirely different aspect 
from every angle next season.

They have 
usual stock routine, which they execute 
fairly well. Work in sailor suits until 
the finale, for which they change to 
white tights for an imitation of an old- 
fashioned bicycle act. Act could be con- 
siderably built up as an excellent out- 
door turn. Over to a fair hand. 

Murray and Farrar Sisters have the 
deuce spot. The two girls are good 
looking, but their dance routines are 
only fair. Best is a toe-tap dance. Mur- 
Tay sings a bit, attempts imitation of a 
little girl giving a recitation and sings 
a song while eating lighted cigarets and 
pages from a telephone directory. Ter- 
rible stuff, especially the recitation. 
Girls got a fair hand. 

Les Klicks, a standard marionette act, 
pleased. Illuminated figures expertly 
manipulated are put thru an entertain- 
ing routine. Here is an act that ought 
to be good as a grand-stand attraction. 
Chief objection would be small figures 
could not be seen distinctly by people in 
grand stand some 200 feet away. This 
drawback probably could be overcome. 
If it could there’s no doubt the act 
would click, as it is novel, and at the 
present time there is no marionette act 
playing the fairs. Registered nicely. 

Jimmy Dunn handed out a line of 
pretty punk comedy chatter interspersed 
with singing of like caliber. Some of 
his humor registered with the Engle- 
woodians. 

Bagby Trio, colored harmonists and 
hoofers, closed. They are fast workers 
and have a fairly entertaining routine.

In conformity with the feature vaude- 
ville attraction, Frank Panus and his 
musicians rendered The Arkansaw Trav- 
eler as a fitting overture. 

James Evans and Company open. 
Here is a foot juggler that does feats 
not accomplished or attempted by any 
other of the present day. His work is 
miraculous and entirely different from 
the usual run of foot jugglers and bal- 
ancers. His exceedingly novel work is 
capped with a strong flash finale, in 
which varicolored lighting effects are 
used to splendid advantage. The com- 
pany consists of a girl, who serves only 
as a prop. 

Donovan Girls and Bishop are deline- 
ators of real harmony and scored nicely 
with their routine of songs. Best in 
their repertoire are Hello, Beautiful; Sing 
Something Sinful, Blue Again and 
Bye, Bye Blues. 

Weaver Brothers and Elviry closed. 
Here is one of the name acts in vaude- 
ville that needs no introduction. These 
boys have absolutely perfected the rustic 
type of entertainment and home-made 
music. They can repeat over and over 
again in any city and always find a 
royal welcome. Elviry also is a real per- 
former, and the rest of their company 
are natural characters and a motley 
assorted bunch of rustics of the types 
found at the four corners. Besides the 
three principals they are carrying 10 
males, 6 women and 2 children. Need- 
less to say, they kept the audience in an 
uproar thruout their series of bits and 
numbers.

The Palace, New York 


(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, July 4) 


While short on what bookers choose to call drawing “names” this bill is the 
strongest the Palace has had in weeks. The regulars might not go so hot for 
this because of the early repeats, but, this phase excepted, the layout has every- 
thing a showcase exhibit should have. There’s an overdose of warbles, but most 
are good, and, therefore, justifiable. Business hit a new low this opening matinee, 
which might have been expected at the beginning of the summer's most 
important week-end holiday. But there is sure to be a phenomenal pickup, and 
quality will tell in the end. The trend is noticeable toward closing Palace shows 
with sock novelty turns instead of one of the topliners. It seems to work out 
Just as well, this week anyway. 

ADE DUVAL proved a pleasing opener in his familiar illusionistic offering, 
dubbed A Rhapsody in Silk. Duval’s prestidigitation with vividly colored scarf 
lengths is packed with finesse and the act on the whole is cleverly routined. He 
derives a bit finale sock thru the production of interminable lengths of batik 
work from a tube. Duval is youthfully personable, as are his mixed team of 
assistants. 

PAUL AND NINO GHEZZI, in their superb exhibition of balancing, made 
that deuce spot one of the mainstays of the show, and kept up the Palace hoofing 
tradition for this frame by closing with their familiar upside-down black bottom. 
Their uncanny control and strength display in the hand-to-hand bits drew 
frequent outbursts of applause from the sparse audience. 

HARRY CARROLL’S MUSICOMEDY OF 1931, the latest product from his 
staging shop, was wedged into a spot made to order for a sock. Carroll is absent 
from this display of song, dance and smartcracking, and in his stead the pacing 
is done by the Stroud Twins, who are amusipg, notwithstanding their frequent 
excursions into the blue for laughs. Dressing the boys as pallbearers is not con- 
sistent with the work they do and the type of act they pilot. Lynn Dore, who 
last appeared here with Ben Blue, is a valuable item mainly thru her zestful 
warbling. Jane Allen scores with speedy whirls. and Ina Ray does well by her 
spot with rhythm taps. The standouts among the specialists, however, are Harry 
and Dorothy Dixon, eccentric dancing team, and easily the top-notch combo of 
tneir type in vaudeville. A line of eight pretty and well-dressed girls works in 
as background, filling the spot nicely. A tough act to book under present con- 
ditions, but a corker from every other angle. 

JACK McLALLEN and his now familiar assistants, Doris Ellingson and Tony 
Labriola, are back on a hurry call for an early repeat to save the Palace from a 
canning. Jack does well by old man vaudeville. The combo of crossfire, stooging, 
music and Miss Ellingson’s heart-warming warbles is more punchy than ever, and 
refurhished with severel new bits. Spctted at the finish with her song, Miss 
Ellingson contributed toward the show-stop and was forced to encore. McLallen 
looks ripe for more holding over. 

BORRAH MINEVITCH had to follow the strongest comedy interlude of the 
first half with more comedy and his inimitable array of harmonica wizardry. But 
this proved no handicap for Minevitch and his 13 impish musicians and comedians. 
Minevitch started as a sensation in vaudeville, and the vogue for him is growing 
by leaps and bounds. The omission of this outfit from the selections being made 
for the fall crop of musicals should be a source of fejoicing for RKO and should 
be taken advantage of accordingly. The roguish dwarf here has developed into 
2 comedy item to contend with and in many respects as funny as Pansy Sanborn, 
formerly of the Healy menage. Minevitch has easy sailing en route, and begged 
off to a show-stop that pleaded for more, 

THREE BROX SISTERS were pleasing as intermission openers, but might 
hav2> made a far greater impressicn with more up-to-date material. The voices of 
these familiar harmonizers blend perfectly and they are there on looks. The most 
interesting feature of their current repertory is a three-ply takeoff, with swell gams 
showing, on Martene Dietrich singing Falling in Love Again. Their accompanist 
should draw her salary on looks .alone. 

HERE WILLIAMS is back doing what he has never wavered from doing these 
past several seasons. His quaint hoke is familiar enough here to be prompted by 
every Palace subscriber, but not relished less because of this. Doris Ewing, Basil 
Whitfield, Harry Long and the well-trained Palace stagehand are still in his 
support. The act held down the penultimate spot nicely. 

MAURICE COLLEANO AND FAMILY were originally spotted in the trey, but 
closed with iittle difficulty. The standard bearer’s sight clowning and uncanny 
tumbles interstice acro dancing by two of the sisters and difficult Risley stunts 
by a vair of brothers. Maurice calls it a day with his familiar running double 
somersault from floor to floor. The act held them in and got a warm reception.

95 minutes to unwind. House half full, 
with The Maltese Falcon on the screen. 
Overture of patriotic tunes is timely and 
appropriate. 

Large and Morgner, monopeds, offer an 
entertaining routine of acro stunts in- 
cluding hand-to-hand balancing and 


floor work. Leap over four chairs is a 
punchy closing.

Bob Fisher, in blackface, was just fair 
in the deuce spot. Gags are not surefire 
and warbling was too low to fill the big 
Hipp spaces. Would be better without 
the burnt cork and with stronger chat- 
ter. 

Fritz and Jean Hubert rolled up a nice 
hand with their clever drunk pantomime. 
Staggers and falls are mixed in with neat 
acro work and light comedy touches. 
They work smoothly and effectively. 

Dauntless, police dog, is paced by his 
trainer thru a fairly interesting series of 
stunts that are expected of canines who 
have played in films of Northwest 
Mounted Police themes. Act is well 
staged and went over nicely. 

Pillard and Hillier follow and scored 
steady laugh response with their hoke 
clowning and vocal novelties. Hillier 
shines as an engaging comedian and Pil- 
lard is okeh as straight. Two girls give 


fair support in comedy bits and contrib- 
ute whistling and warbling solos. 

Tropical Nights, with Andre De Val, is 
a colorful flash, featuring some spectac- 
ular adagio stunts. Opens with a Hawai- 
ian hip-wiggling scene and winds up with 
male trio and a girl engaging in daring 
adagio throws and catches. Landed good 
palm-whacks here. 

Herschel Henlere handled the next-to- 
closing honors with ease, rolling up a 
near showstop. He burlesques the artis- 
tic music master and excellently plays 
pop and classic medleys. The one-man 
band contraption used as an encore is 
clever. Was on 25 minutes. 

Stanley Brothers and Attree closed 
with their iron-jaw, swinging trapeze 
and strength-taking balancing stunts. 
Short but punchy routine. Received 
nicely.

(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, July 4) 


Most of the town is week-ending as a 
celebration for Independence Day, and 
today’s fair business was to be expected. 
With any sort of a break, however, the 
week’s gross should be good. Booking of- 
fice provided a knockout show, one that 
is dyed-in-the-wool vaude and thoroly 
entertaining during the 82-minute run- 
ning time. It is a punch-packed layout 
that tends to arouse strong audience re- 
action. Screen backing is Vice Squad. 

Don Valerio, aided by a girl team, 
proves an okeh show starter, nothing ex- 
ceptional but a good warmer-up. They 
offer an all tight-wire routine, with Va- 
lerio and the girls cutting nice capers. 
Valerio’s ace-in-the-hole is dancing on 
the wire. 

Three Gobs, colored boys, brighten the 
deuce spot with their legwork, harmony 
singing and comedy. Polled deafening 
returns while working, but left cold. 
Should have finished with more hoofing. 
A sock trio, with all their efforts bell- 
ringing. 

Frances White, on to an entrance hand, 
kept to sock pace with her warbling turn. 
She still has that neat personality. and 
those pleasing pipes. Held up nicely 
thruout, but it took the two encores to 
get her in so solid as to stir up a pro- 
longed reception. Male pianist is plen- 
ty helpful. 

Jules Howard and Vic Laurie head a 
nifty turn that is there on novelty and 
comedy, but a little off because it is 
long-winded. Dishes a lot of laughs, 
majoring in blackouts and gab bits.

Karyl Norman, with his company 
trimmed to a pianist, Jerry Green, show- 
stopped after an uncertain reception 
earlier.

And Their Lifesavers 


Reviewed at the Audubon. Style— 
Musical and comedy. Setting—In one 
and full stage (specials). Time-—-Twen- 
ty-seven minutes. 

Marie and Ann Clark, last reviewed 
as a new act back in 1916 and given a 
rave then, are out now with a 10-piece 
girl band and comedy affair that should 
find plenty of work in the intermediates 
when and if trimmed correctly. It went 
hig here despite its overlong running 
time and a few bits that would better 
the act if left out. 

Sister team is the comedy angle and 
the laughs depend mainly on how the 
audiences will take to the hoking of the 
clown half. Material, for the most part, 
is not forte. 

As a band, the act is average and, as 
usual with girl orchestras, entirely too 
brassy. Fortunately, they don’t do much 
in the way of straight musical work. A 
few dancing bits are brought in and 
some singing by the straight half of the 
sister team and another woman. Lat- 
ter’s one effort was practically drownéd 
cut when she attempted to outsing 
the band in the pit and the girls on 
the stage. 

The “Lifesaver” billing comes in thru 
the closing bit, with all the girls on in 
something like Salvation Army dress and 
with some rough parodies. This was over- 
done.

Ray Sax 


Reviewed at the Hippodrome. Style—

Only seven minutes to the act, but 
plenty of entertainment is jammed into 
this short time. Ray Sax manages to 
rush thru the playing of several instru- 
ments and to dance and warble in addi- 
tion.

John Irving Fisher 
Reviewed at the Jefferson. Style— 
Comedy. Setting —In one. Time — 
Twenty-one minutes. 


John Irving Fisher is a likable come- 
dian with a flair for ad libbing and 
intimate chatter. Outside of his engag- 
ing personality and an _ occasionally 
serious moment at the piano, he offers 
very little genuine entertainment, how- 
ever. His method is direct appeal to 
the audience, waiting for each laugh 
response and gagging about patrons. The 
ad libbing slows up the act and extended 
the running time to 21 minutes at this 
show. This is much too long, especially 
when the gags are weak and stretched 
out. 

He has a novel entrance, introducing 
himself and asking for a reception— 
which he got. From then on he gags at 
the piano, burlesques “artistic” ivory 
tickling, and when he plays seriously he 
plays well. He brings on a pale-faced 
stooge for a couple of bits which are 
fairly funny. A pretty girl completes 
the support. She warbles ineffectively 
and later does a good contortion and 
acro dance number. 

The bits by the stooge and the girl 
intersperse Fisher’s clowning and are 
introduced as “surprises.” Fisher uses 
to good results the idea of prompting 
the audience when to applaud. In gen- 
eral, the act is uneven entertainment. 
It has bright spots, but they are too far 
apart. If the running time is cut and 
the dull spots trimmed Fisher should 
have a playable act. Spotted fourth on 
an eight-act layout here, he landed 
scattered laughs, but went off to a good 
hand. P. D. 


Eric Zardo

So far as is known, this is Eric Zardo's 
first attempt with and in front of a 
band flanked by a male hoofing team 
and a girl dancer. And saying that 
Zardo overshadows the other 20 people 
in the act to the extent that he stopped 
the show cold with his piano playing is 
not detracting one bit from the merits 
of the 17-piece orchestra and the 
dancers. 

This is one of the prettiest staged 
band acts this reviewer has seen in a 
long time. From the graduafing, boxed- 
off orchestra stand to the mounting and 
lighting it is excellent. Musically, it is 
on par with most bands in and out of 
vaude, 

The hoofing boys intermix acrobatic 
work with their stepping and are punchy 
all the way thru. The girl’s dancing is 
in the interpretive class and also good. 

Zardo is seated on a moving platform 
and is playing the piano when not lead- 
ing in spurts. He is shoved way up on 
the apron when the time comes for his 
solo work. Here he played march from 
Aida and spent almost a minute bowing 
to and quieting the audience before the 
act could continue. 

Whether vaude will be able to meet 
this act’s salary demands and needs is 
a difficult question, with the answer 
right now pointing against instead of 
for. Musicians have a union and a 
minimum salary, and this band has 17 
musicians.

As Herk’s Stumbling Block 


Burly experts say list of franchise prospects reveals lack 
of real showmen in New Columbia—opposition group 
waiting for chance to buck Herk—Republic rotary hub 


NEW YORK, July 6.—While I. H. Herk’s New Columbia out- 
fit is preparing to start on its first week of organizing activity today 
the self-constituted authorities on burlesque are arguing pro and 
con on the chances of his making a go of it under present conditions. 
The paramount thought is that Herk’s revival of the franchise system 


is a step in the wrong direction. 
It is being said that the franchise 
plan, unless carried out along lines 
radically different from preceding 


seasons, is not powerful enough 
to cope with the obstacles that will 
stand in the way of major burlesque 
this fall and winter. 

Dopesters around burlesque beach ap- 
pear to agree that major burlesque, as 
represented by Herk’s old outfit togged 
out in new clothes, is lacking in 
power so far as showmanship is con- 
cerned. They point for proof to the 
tentative list of franchise holders, which 
includes those who have actually re- 
ceived franchises and others who are 
confident that they will be in possession 
of same as soon as they lay down the 
reported $500 advance necessary some- 
time this week. Burlesque’s real show- 
men, it is being said, are no longer in 
the fold. Men who would be capable to- 
day of putting out shows that would be 
of some help in reviving public interest 
in burlesque are making good in other 
fields and their thoughts are far removed 
from their first love. 

Herk’s organization is at its best a 
booking office and there is nothing left 
but a scattering of producers, all work- 
ing on their own, to frame the content 
of burlesque shows next season. Per- 
sons really versed in the present status 
of burlesque are expressing regrets that 
the Herk and Minsky & Weinstock groups 
are incompatible. It is this phase of 
the situation, they aver, that is keeping 
burlesque progress at a standstill. So 
long as these factions have their horns 
interlocked there will he constant strife 
and of a character that will keep bur- 
lesque, on a national scale, down at 
the bottom of the heap. 

It is now revealed, altho hinted at 
vaguely before, that Minsky & Weinstock 
and Herk were unable to come to terms 
over coparticipation in the operation of

Campbell B. Casad, 
chairman of S. O. S. committee, told The 
Billboard, “Like all movements, this one 
has come to the stage where its working 
cannot be divulged. We must be secre- 
tive for the next few weeks, until our 
plans can be put in working order. 
There is, however, no abatement in ac- 
tivity, and the results being aehieved 
are better than ever.” 


Memberships in “S. O. S.” drive are 
still pouring in.

On ‘Bad Girl 
Examiner Peyser recom- 


mends dismissal to ICC— 
case is out of jurisdiction 


NEW YORK, July 4—Ex- 
aminer Philip S. Peyser reported 
this week to Interstate Commerce 
Commission advising it that suit 
of Robert V. Newman and Bad. 
Girl, Inc., against’ Postal Tele- 
graph was outside its jurisdiction. 
Complainants, producers of “Bad 
Gir]” at the Hudson here October 


2, said that refusal of Postal to 
handle their ducats after Postal’s affilia- 
tion with League of New York Theaters 
had cost them months of business. Hud- 
son, where Bad Girl played, not in 
League. 

Hearing came before Peyser in April, 
with Newman trying to show discrimina- 
tion, and also trying to prove that tickets 
were often ordered thru Postal by tele- 
grams from other States. Latter point 
important, in that it was designed to 
show that case came under jurisdiction 
of ICC. Newman wanted 10 grand. 

Peyser told ICC that activities of Postal 
in selling theater seats was non-carrier 
service and also local in character, and, 
therefore, did not come under jurisdic- 
tion of commission. He said that ticket 
service was entirely apart from com- 
pany’s messenger service, and involved 
entirely different kind of activity. Ticket 
stuff came under brokerage head, he 
said. 

Also remarked that Hudson Theater 
had voluntarily chosen to stay outside of 
League, knowing results of such action, 
and that Newman had voluntarily booked 
Hudson for show.

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N AN interview in The New York Times 
| last Sunday Lee Shubert again broke 
into print with his old and never con- 
cealed dislike of the dramatic critics. 
The critics, he thinks, may be excellent 


gentlemen, popular fellows, loving fa- 
thers and perfect husbands, but their 
activities in plying their especial trade 
should be curtailed. Why should they 
damage, with a few ill-chosen words, a 
theatrical property of great potential 
value to its owners? Why should they 
set themselves up as ctiteria for the 
populace at large? At best they should 
be merely reporters, detailing but not 
weighing the happenings at premieres. 
The present system, thinks Lee Shubert, 
is entirely unfair. 

It’s eminently his privilege to think 
so. It’s entirely true that the critics 
can do great harm to a play and so harm 
the manager who produced it. It’s 
conversely true—and this Mr. Shubert 
seems to forget—that they can do in- 
estimable good to a play that catches 
their fancy. And, strangely enough, 
most good plays do happen to catch 
their fancy, leaving their pannings for 
the tripe, the trashy and the unfit. 
Unfortunately, it’s the tripe that gets 
itself produced in the majority Of cases. 


In strafing a play, the critics may do 
harm to a manager's property, which, 
strictly, isn’t entirely fair to the man- 
ager. But newspapers have a greater 
fairness: that to their public. Their 
larger duty is, obviously, to their readers 
and not to individual theatrical pro- 
ducers. The public indubitably should 
in all fairness be warned against spend- 
ing its money on the floods of trash 
that yearly inundate the _ theatrical 
market. 

And plays can go over, if the public 
wants them to, in spite of the unani- 
mous revilings of the drama tasters. It’s 
been done in the past and it will be 
again in the future. It all boils down 
to the fact that play judging is a mat- 
ter of individual opinion, and the re- 
viewer, in playing fair, as he must, with 
his readers, is merely giving them his 
own personal reactions to a given work 
of art; he is, to the best of his individual 
ability, protecting the public from the 
worthless products of managers. The 
general] theory of criticism is right: the 
public is more important than the gen- 
tlemen who take its jack. In individual 
cases, however, criticism may be wrong. 
Any opinion is bound to be wrong oc- 
casionally. But that doesn’t affect the 
general theory. 

Obviously, Shubert considers this de- 
partment’s criticism wrong—very wrong 
-~and he’s taken no trouble to conceal 
it. That's altogether his privilege, and, 
for all a summer-wracked but equitable 
reporter knows about it, he may be per- 
fectly right. It’s all a matter of indl- 
vidual opinion. Similarly, this depart- 
ment considers the scribes of the dailies 
wrong when they pan Walter Hampden. 
Yet Shubert, the dailies and this de- 
partment are all acting in good faith, 
working for a public which they serve 
and on which they depend. It’s up to 
that public to choose for itself the right 
or the wrong of each question. 


And, of course, in the argument to 
kill, maim or otherwise do away with 
the drama defenders, there is always the 
point that the critics help a great many 
Plays. And the papers they work for 
certainly give those plays plenty of free 
publicity. The amount that a show can 
be helped by the press is immeasurable. 
Potentially, it is far more than the 
amount it can be harmed, for the help 
is bound to extend over a longer period. 
Take a play like Precedent, which did 
what it did—not much, perhaps, but 
something—almost entirely thru the 
gratuitous aid of the various critics. 

The answer, it would seem, is not for 
the producers to do away with the 
critics, as Mr. Shubert would like. That 
would leave the general public defense-

It may be because the well-known 
Scotch burr arouses family pride, but 
the fact remains that anything with a 
bagpipe band can get a rave from this 
reviewer. The Follies have a bagpipe 
band—a very good one—and therefore 
they can consider themselves raved. 


Not that they wouldn't rate a rave 
anyhow. If you are willing to forget 
The Band Wagon and its hilarious punc- 
turing of old revue traditions, you will 
find the Follies a grand show. Sumptu- 
ousness, splendor, color and, above all, 
bevies, flocks, clusters and conventions 
of stately Ziegfeld babes make it won- 
der-working show. The hoofing of Hal 
LeRoy, Buck and Bubbles, Mitzi Mayfair 
and various others lend it grace and oc- 
casional speed. Frank and Milt Britton 
and their goofy band and, once in a 
while, Jack Pearl bring laughs. And 
what more could you want? 


All of this, mind you, if you're able to 
forget The Band Wagon for an evening. 
For the Follies is the last word in the 
revue formula that the Max Gordon show 
joyously scuttled and sank. It’s like all 
revues of conventional make, Only in- 
finitely more so. Where the ordinary 
revue has 60 dames on the stage, Herr 
Ziegfeld crowds in 80. Where the ordi- 
Nary revue depends on horses to carry 
its Lady Godivas before the audience, 
Herr Ziegfeld insists on a herd of ele- 
phants. The elephants, incidentally, are 
a perfect example of overproduction in 
the big revues. The effect they create

less before the onslaughts of the man- 
agers, and some—ypot all—of the man- 
agers would yelp with glee thereat. But, 
if instead of doing away with critics 
the producer puts on good plays, he will 
find that said critics are an immense 
aid to him, instead of an abysmal draw- 
back. Some mistakes there are bound 
to be—not all of them on the side of 
the writere—but in general the manacer 
putting on good shows should be the 
last man in the world to want an end 
of dramatic criticism. 


For the critics, in general, will give 
a good play far more than it ever bar- 
gained for, and they will give a bad 
one only what it deserves.

It’s a spotty revival of The Pirates of 
Penzance that Milton Aborn is offering 
in his Gilbert and Sullivan series at Er- 
langer’s, a curious mixture of good and 
bad, with, unfortunately, the bad pre- 
dominating. Aborn has provided a splen- 
did cast to go thru the piratical paces, 
but the direction is something else again. 
Which explains why at times the revival 
is as good as anything seen hereahbouts, 
and at times it is woeful. 

Vivian Hart, Frank Moulan, Howard 
Marsh, Herbert Waterous and William 
Danforth turn in almost without excep- 
tion fine performances. But, to turn 
culinary for the moment and no good 
reason, it’s like pouring fine milk, butter, 
eggs and whatnot together and expecting 
to find a cake the next morning. The 
ingredients have to be mixed in proper 
quantities. and they have to be properly 
baked. It’s in the mixing and tne bak- 
ing that the present revivel falls down. 

There are just two spots during the 
evening when the audience can hear 
The Pirates done as well as it’s been 
done hereabouts—at least in modern 
times. 

Those moments come when Frank 
Moulan sings the major-general song be- 
fore a background of Gilbertainly pranc- 
ing nitwits. and when William Danforth 
tells of the unhappiness of the police- 
man’s lot with a sorrow and a sense of 
woe that’s seldom matched on any stage. 

But, conversely, the routine for the 
major-general number is about the only 
routine in the piece that catches the 
Gilbert flavor; and Danforth, in his 
other song, the Tarantara tune, is about 
as bad as he can possibly manage to be. 
Which gives him, at best, a .500 batting 
average. 

The individual performances stand out 
brightly in the general murk of the pro- 
ducticn, a production that rises sharply 
from the mediocre toward the close of 
the first act, and then descends to the 
depths and stays there thrueut the sec- 
ond stanza. Choruses are badly done, 
routines are stodgy and not at all in the 
bright spirit that they should be, a thin 
and badly conducted orchestra fails to 
help, and the whole thing looks as tho 
nobody had bothered much about it. It 
all comes as a shock after the average 
that the company has maintained in the 
past, and especially after the very cred- 
itable Patience that immediately pre- 
ceded it There can, for instance, be 
absolutely no excuse for having six tat- 
terdemalion pirates singing Come Friends 
Who Plough the Sea, which should be 
the smash-bang number of the show. 
Aborn's done well enough to hire a dou- 
ble male chorus when he needs one. 


But the individual performances, as 
remarked before, are often extremely 
good Heading the list is little Vivian 
Hart, who is this department's idea of a 
perfect Gilbert and Sullivan leading lady 
She has everything—pert good looks, a

This is the second of the Charlie Chan 
detective series, starring Warner Oland 
in the role of the Oriental detective, 
who makes his headquarters in Honolulu. 
Character of Chan is as nicely conceived 
as it was in the first mystery, which 
was laid on board a ship touring the 
world, but which made a stopover in 
Honolulu, where Chan became interested 
in the case. 

This one has only Honolulu as its 
locale and concerns the murder of a 
famous feminine movie star known as 
Shelah Fane and played by Dorothy Re- 
vier. Chan, the philosopher-detective, 
sets out to get the murderer. To do this 
the story goes back to a murder of a 
famous actor committed three years pre- 
vious. This is not shown in the present 
film, tho it is spoken of and is the basis 
of the murder of the movie star. After 
suspicion is cast on everyone but the 
rea] culprit it develops that the mur- 
derer of the movie star is her maid. The 
maid was the wife of the actor murdered 
three years ago and she had set out to 
find who had murdered her husband. 
She finds the movie star did it and de- 
cides to turn her over to the police. But 
the star has now fallen in love with an- 
other man and tears up the photograph 
of the murdered sweetheart before the 
wife-maid and the maid becomes so in- 
censed that she kills the player instead 
of turning her over to the authorities. 
Of course, none of this is developed until 
near the end of the film. There are sev- 
eral other characters of importance, one 
a crystal gazer and brother of the mur- 
dered man (Bela Lugosi), who is in 
league with the maid to bring the guilty 
party to justice. Also Sally Eilers, as an 
ingenue friend of the murdered actress, 
and her sweetheart, a Honolulu publicity 
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agent, played by Robert Young. The two 
evidently were in the picture for no 
other reason than to give it an ingenue 
and a juvenile. Victor Varconi also is 
brought into the scramble as the former 
husband of the murdered woman. He 
is now a leading player in Honolulu. 
Murray Kinnell, as a blackmailing snoop- 
ing painter in oils and the derelict mate 
of a native girl, also creeps into the 
story. 

As far as mystery stories go, this one 
will suffice, tho it is not as interestingly 
told as the first one of the series. 
Hamilton McFadden directed, and Barry 
Connors and Philip Klein constructed 
the story from the original nevel. Title 
comes from the fact that the detective 
says “Death is a Black Camel.”

“Laughing Sinners” 
(MGM)

This latest Joan Crawford starring ve- 
hicle does not allow the depth of emo- 
tion or the character portrayal that have 
stamped other recent productions of this 
same star. It is based on Kenyon 
Nicholson's stage play The Torch Song, 
but the screen version is vapid and terri- 
bly talky, with the action lagging thru- 
out, except for the last few minutes, and 
an excellent comedy characterization by 
Guy Kibbee. 

The MGM officials have tried to do 
right by Miss Crawford in giving her 
Harry Beaumont as a director, and a cast 
that includes Clarke Gable, Neil Hamil- 
ton, Marjorie Rambeau, Cliff Edwards, 
Roscoe Karns and Gertrude Short. But 
with all of this the picture has little 
to recommend it. Hamilton gives a 
first-rate characterization in a thank- 
Jess role, while the Gable role does not 
seem exactly suited to this player, who in 
his short film career has carved a definite 
niche for himself in other characteriza- 
tions. 

Story tells of a cabaret performer, 
played by Miss Crawford, who falls hard 
for a traveling salesman. After carrying 
the torch for him, which in Broadwayese 
is yearning for him with all her heart, 
after two years he breaks the news to 
her that he has decided to marry an 
heiress from his home town and that 
their affair is at end. The girl starts 
to jump into the river, but she is saved 
by a Salvation Army gentleman, who 
talks her out of it and urges her to 
come to a picnic they are giving the 
next day for poor children. She refuses, 
but the next day she drifts-out to the 
park and soon finds that there is some- 
thing worth while in life and that. is 
helping others. So she joins the Salva- 
tion Army. 

The salesman returns to town, and it 
so happens that the Salvation Army 
workers are stopping at the same hotel 
where he puts up. The minute the girl 
sees him she realizes she still cares and 
after much coaxing she spends several 
hours in his room. Hating herself for 
her lack of character, she goes on a wild 
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spree in One.of the hotel rooms with a 
gang of traveling men. The Salvation 
Army lad, who has learned to love the 
girl, finds them and is shocked at the 
turn that the girl's effort to redeem 
herself has taken. But he convinces her 
that he is still for her after this great 
mistake and suddenly she drives the 
traveling salesman out of her life for- 
ever, H. DAVID STRAUSS. 


“Newly Rich”

Based on Sinclair Lewis’ Let’s Play 
King, this turns out to be a delightful 
bit of satirical comedy taking a slam at 
the pampered and yet exclusive chil- 
dren stars of the movies and their am- 
bitious mothers. ,It is the type of pic- 
ture that any audience will like, sure- 
fire for the grownups and children as 
well. Norman Taurog, who handled the 
direction of Skippy, has done another ex- 
cellent job with a story that has several 
kid characters in its leading roles. 

The kids are played by Mitzi Green, 
Jackie Searl and Bruce Line, while the 
two grown-up roles of importance are 
handled by Edna May Oliver and Louise 
Fazenda. Miss Oliver, as usual, displays 
that imnate sense of comedy that has 
given her a foothold in the movies that 
it will take a long time and a much finer 
actress, if such can be found, to dislodge 
her. Louise Fazenda also gives one of 
the best portrayals of her career. The 
kids are all excellently cast, and Mitzi 
Green appears more like a kid than she 
did in Skippy. 

All audiences will like this, for, while 
the kid characters motivate the story, 
the two grown-ups leads are fully as 
important. Here we find Louise Fazen- 
da, a former small towner, with a young 
son known as Tiny Tim Tiffany, child 
prodigy of the movies. In her new finery 
she lords it all over a former neighbor, 
Edna May Oliver, who has a young 
daughter (Mitzi Green), who assists 
the mother in running a gas station. 
Standing for the high hat stuff as long 
as she can, Miss Oliver finally turns on 
Miss Fazenda and then decides to take 
her daughter to Hollywood to get some of 
the easy money. 

Soon her daughter is a star and both 
families are putting on the dog, while 
the two kids yearn to be like other chil- 
dren and not have every move watched. 
The two mothers and their offspring go 
abroad to meet a child king, who is vis- 
iting in London. It isa publicity stunt 
framed by the studios for the kids. The 
little king is as lonesome for children’s 
companionship as are the two movie 
stars. The rival mothers try to meet the 
queen and the young king and many 
amusing situations ensue.

An amusing farce comedy starring 
Charles Ruggles, with a cast composed 
of names practically unknown to the 
screen, including Sue Conroy, Tamara 
Geva, Margaret Dumont, Donald Meek, 
Douglas Gilmore, Allen Jenkins and 
Betty Garde. The picture is made from 
a play by A. E. Thomas and Clayton 
Hamilton, with the screen play by Owen 
Davis and Gertrude Purcell, and the 
direction by Edward Cline. 

So flimsy is the plot that the story 
might have served as the libretto for a 
musical comedy—in fact, from the man- 
ner in which it is brought to the screen

it seems as if it might have been that 
at some time or other. However, the 
character played by Ruggles is thoroly 
in keeping with his style and gives him 
an excellent opportunity for a display of 
his eccentric and rather idiotic type of 
humor. The surprise character of the 
film is that of Tamara Geva, haling as 
a dancer from musical comedy and 
revues. She comes thru in great style 
in a role that demands a slight accent. 
She phetographs nicely. Betty Garde 
also gives a neat portrayal of a small 
character part. 

As a whole, the picture is good warm- 
weather entertainment, light and incon- 
sequential as to story. It tells of a 
young millionaire (Ruggles) who has 
been playing havoc with the feminine 
sex, with the result that he gets into 
several mixups. Engaged to one miss, 
his flirtations become the bane of her 
existence. In trying to get back some 
letters he had written to a fem clerk 
in an exclusive woman’s shop he gets 
himself further embroiled in an em- 
barrassing situation when the woman’s 
husband, a tough egg, comes home and 
finds him in a rather compromising 
situation.

This looks very much like a dialoged 
reissue of A Girl in Every Port that was 
Offered some few years ago with Victor 
McLaglen and Edmund Lowe as the two 
battling friends. Fox evidently is trying 
to team Warren B. Hymer and Spencer 
Tracy in the same type of stuff, for they 
are featured in the two roles similarly 
constructed to the various McLaglen- 
Lowe productions, with Jean Harlow as 
the feminine allure in. this production. 

Following closely on the heels of 
Women of All Nations, which was not so 
hot, this one seems like a repetition and 
is even weaker than the release of a few 
weeks ago. The Fox powers that be no 
doubt recognized its weakness, for it did 
not get a Broadway showing at the Roxy 
and was booked at the Brooklyn House 
instead. 

This one is a roughneck comedy, the 
same as the many that have come from 
the Fox studios before. It has little of 
interest, is slow and, while there are a 
few laughs, they are not exactly the type 
to appeal to women and children. Hymer 
plays the dumb role in fair style, tho the 
dialog could have been written with a 
little more humor. Jean Harlow still 
portrays the bad, bad girl in her usual 
manner—which is nothing to brag about. 
Lina Basquette and Eleanor Hunt are in 
the picture, but try to find them, except 
in one short scene. Benjamin Stoloff’s 
direction is quite good considering the 
meager material he had to work with.

The dumb guy is led to 
believe that his pal tried to get fresh 
with the lady and goes after him tooth 
and toe nail. Of course, the wise guy 
proves that the lady is not all the dumb 
guy believed and the two swear off of 
women, only to go for a new pair of 
ankles just as the film fades out.

Once again the MGM executives have 
tried to save John Gilbert from motion 
picture obiivion. They secured Ursula 
Parrott to write the story; Mervyn 
LeRoy, who turned out Little Caesar, as 
the director, and a supporting cast that 
includes Louis Wolheim, Léila -Hyams, 
Anita Page, John Miljan, George Cooper 
and Marie Prevost. 

But after all was said and done the 
picture was not considered strong 
enough for the Capitol Theater, the 
home of Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer pictures, 
and is booked into the Strand. It is 
only fair entertainment, tho it is not 
Gilbert’s fault. The star comes thru the 
best he can with a rather uncertain 
role—one that has tried to make of him 
something of the lover, for which he 
became famous in the movies, and 4% 
the same time present a hard-boiled 
character that seems totally foreign to 
Gilbert on the talking screen, even tho 
he got by with this type role in great 
style in silents. Miss Parrott’s story 
boasts none of the originality that 
stamped her published stories. In fact, 
it is rather a humdrum affair. And 
LeRoy’s direction is only ordinary. The 
supporting cast has been nicely selected, 
with the role of the late Louis Wolheim 
standing out. Marie Prevost and George 
Cooper both give nice character por- 
trayais. 

Story tells of a gentleman who spends 
his time playing polo and doing society. 
He is engaged to a Jersey City society 
girl when he learns from his guardian 
that, even tho he had been led to believe 
he was an orphan, his father is living 
and is now on his deathbed, having been 
wounded by hijackers’ bullets, bootleg- 
ging being the father’s profession. The 
gentleman is sent to his bedside, where 
he finds he has a tough brother, Wol- 
heim. Before the father dies he gives 
the gentleman a necklace of emeralds 
for his sweetheart. Shortly after the 
girl wears them at a dinner party and 
finds they had been stolen. The father 
was the thief, but the gentleman takes 
the rap, turning bootlegger when the 
girl gives him the air. 

From then on it is a fight between 
two rival gangs, with the gentleman 
killing the leader of the opposition to. 
save the life of his tough brother. At 
a peace banquet between the two gangs 
the gentleman meets the moll of the 
gangster he killed. She falls for him 
and they are married. But the other 
gang is out to get him for killing one 
of their lieutenants, even tho they have 
all sat in at the peace banquet. They 
want to get the girl first who double- 
crossed them. But Gilbert arrives in 
time to save her and kills the rival 
leaders, tho he is mortally wounded in 
the battle. He dies as his tough brother 
and his wife sit by his bedside.

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. “Hell Below Zero” 
(TALKING PICTURE EPICS) 
At the Cameo 
Producer’s footage, 3,690. Time, 41 
minutes. 
(Release date, June 26) 

Here is an expedition film that is a 
little different from the usual run and 
has an unusual manner of presentation, 
as well as being photographed in un- 
usual spots. This statement is _ par- 
ticularly true of the latter part of the 
film that deals with a trip to the Moun- 
tains of the Moon in Equatorial Africa. 
Also the line of talk that is offered in 
synchronization with the film displays a 
delightful sense of humor and brings 
forth numerous hearty guffaws, which is 
something unusual for an animal and 
exploration or expeditionary film. 

The picture was made by Carveth 
Wells, Fellow of the Royal Geographical 
Society and the American Geographical 
Society, under the auspices of the Mil- 
waukee Museum. It is Wells who takes 
us on a personally conducted tour and 
does the lecturing thruout the film, his 


laughs being nicely placed and his 
humor subtly inserted. 

The film only runs 41 minutes, so will 
hardly serve as a feature alone in most 
houses, tho here it was the headline at- 
traction surrounded by several shorts. 
However, on a double-feature program 
or run with a feature eliminating all 
other short subjects, it would just about 
fill out the time of a performance. No 
matter how it is run it can be played up 
and will hold the attention thruout. 

The picture starts in Equatorial Africa, 
where we are shown numerous wild ani- 
mals common to that section of the 
country. Wells sets out to prove that 
wild animals are not dangerous unless 
molested or wounded. He shows nu- 
merous lions, who instead of charging 
the men with the camera, walk off 
quietly for a snooze in the shade and the 
pictures are secured at quite close range. 
The Wells talk during this scene is 
quite amusing. 

Later comes the trip to the Mountains 
of the Moon, where, with a number of 
native guides, they climb to over 15,000 
feet, where they wear winter clothes on 
account of the snow on the ground and 
sun helmets on account of the heat from 
overhead, where as the lecturer says 
“one end freezes and the other end 
burns.” High up in the mountains we 
are introduced to some of the flora of 
the strange territory, prehistoric plants 
as Wells calls them, that look like silent 
sentinels in a forgotten cemetery. A 
snowstorm strikes them just before the 
downward descent. A good film for those 
who like travel pictures and also for 
those who do not-—this one will teach 
them to anticipate other films of this 
type. H. DAVID STRAUSS.

A fairly egtertaining Western, starring 
Bob Custer, for those who like this type 
of entertainment.

There is plenty of fast riding during 
the latter part of the film, tho it is 
difficult to tell at times just who is 
chasing whom. However, for those audi- 
ences who are not too discriminating 
this is good entertainment and will hold. 
The Western still has its place with a 
certain element of picturegoers and this 
cne will suffice for them, particularly if 
run as a double-feature affair as it was 
run at this house.

week. Harry Evanson, Billy (Bumps) 
Mack and Art Mayer are the funmakers. 
Frequently Evanson is excellent; at other 
times he seemed to fall victim to the 
hot-weather influence. Possibly because 
of favorable lines and situations Mayer 
showed up better than his confreres. 
Mack was a disappointment on more 
than one occasion. Here, too, his spot- 
ting in the book might have had more 


to do with it than the average spectator 
would imagine. 

Charles LeRoy, who put on the scenes 
and numbers, works in almost every 
blackout. He wears out his welcome. 
Bobby Bunch is the regular straight and 
LeRoy apparently jumps in to fill spots 
that would have been assigned ordinartly 
to a juve. LeRoy’s mop of gray hair and 
his affected talk and mannerisms do not 
fit in gracefully as subs for a missing 
juve. In a scene dubbed Harum Scarum 
LeRoy socks Mayer all over the apron. 
This is one of the biggest frosts we have 
yet caught in a burly layout. The pair 
went thru about eight minutes of talk 
and knockabout with scarcely a ripple 
from the audience. Another scene that 
pulls down the laugh score of this bill 
is entitled Oh, Louise. Mack’s drunk 
panto is depended upon to enliven this 
and it fails of its purpose chiefly because 
it is drawn out entirely too long. 

Outside of the defects referred to the 
bill is paced with fair speed, has lots 
of color and a swell collection of lady 
principals, not to omit mentioning the 
20-girl chorus that reflects favorably on 
LeRoy’s judgment and training. 

The stripping girls are Mildred Clark, 
Prances Parks, Nanette Daly, Sunny Kest 
and Ritzy Phillips. As usual, Miss Kest 
is the standout and Miss Clark gets the 
torso strip spot as pre-finale socks for 
both halves. Jyce LaRue sang in her 
own spot and for the posing number in 
good voice. 

Burns must be counting on next week's 
infusion of new blood to send the Irving 
Place stock zooming again. With the 
weather in his favor he should make a 
go of it. LeRoy is a capable producer, 
but even the good ones, working on all 
six every day in the week, must have 
their lapses.

a& new circuit because Herk refused 
absolutely to have Billy Minsky join the 
circuit as its producing head. If the two 
factions would have been successful in 
getting together Minsky would become 
recognized as the new leader of burlesque 
and this at no time has been a thought 
to give Herk a good night’s sleep. Per- 
sons close to Herk have indicated that 
it is the contention of the New Columbia 
boss that Minsky is not the wizard of a 
producer he has been cracked up to be. 

Minsky & Weinstock are reliably re- 
ported to feel that they will eventually 
be the leaders of burlesque in this coun- 
try. Minsky believes that his type of 
shows will take the country by storm; 
that if he cannot reach out to the key 
cities with his type of productions thru 
a tieup with Herk it might take a little 
longer, but eventually he wil! be in a 
Position to dominate the field from the 
production end. 

Minsky & Weinstock will start the 
season with three important spots in 


their corral, the Republic, National 
Winter Garden and the Apollo. Despite 
reports it is not known definitely 


whether this group will use New Co- 
lumbia shows. Prospects are doubtful 
at present. Minsky may solve his pro- 
duction problem by rotating three of his 
own shows in the houses. There is a 
possibility also of houses in Brooklyn, 
Newark and Philadelphia being added to 
the rotary scheme.

In Big Town 


Broadway has nothing to of- 
fer bands — many ‘name’ 
leaders pounding pavements 


NEW YORK, July 6.—Except 
for a few “name” bands with 
radio reputations, this town offers 
little or nothing in the way of 
salaries to out-of-town dance 
units, or even for fairly good local 
combinations. With night clubs 
and good ballrooms rubbed out of 
the picture, and various hotels 
and Chinese restaurants seeking 
small units, good 10 and 12-piece outfits 
are forced to book one-night stands in 
smaller cities and towns, where ball- 
rooms still play an important part in 
night life, which enables the promoters 
to pay the scale, and, in most cases, bet- 
ter than the scale. Every day in the 
week one can see leaders with reputa- 
tions walking up and down Broadway 
without jobs. And less than two years 
ago these same fellows were sitting pretty 
and banking coin. 

For years this town, and especially 
Broadway, was the inspiration of prac- 
tically every out-of-town leader. He 
figured that if he once landed any kind 
of a job in New York he was made for 
life. As a rule a Broadway berth gave him 
the necessary prestige to advance higher 
in his field. But today when most hand 
leaders lose out in this city they: pass 
out of the picture unless they have 
enough horse sense ieft to hit the sticks 
and cash in on their big-town reputation, 
One could easily mention two score or 
more band leaders who were prominent 
here several years ago, but who now are 
forgotten and are touring the sticks glad 
to work anywhere. 

Radio has helped to kill good band 
jobs in New York. As soon as there is a 
vacancy in the offing the various radio 
bookers beging bidding for the jobs with 
a wire to boot as an inducement. In 
many cases the radio booker digs up 
some out-of-town band instead of en- 
gaging one in town with some kind of a 
neme. However, if a leader has been 
fortunate enough to be on a radio hook- 
up for any length of time he stands an 
excellent chance of obtaining fairly good 
booking in the sticks, because the aver- 
age out-of-town radio fan is anxious to 
see and willing to pay to have this or 
that particular known radio band in the 
home town for a night, 


Sol Bloom After Music Data 


NEW YORK, July 4.—Congressman Sol 
Bloom is seeking from publishers, for the 
United States George Washington Bicen- 
tenial Commission, all possible data per- 
taining to Colonial and patriotic music. 
Bloom is familiar with the music bust- 
ness, having been a publisher before he 
turned to politics. Twenty-five years 
ago Bloom was publishing some of the 
leading hits of that period.

In show business, as in any other 
line, the good must suffer with the bad. 
As a result of this show’s conduct and 
appearance, it will be many months be- 
fore another canvas attraction, good or 
bad, will be able to move back on that 
same lot. Such conduct on the part of 
shows always leaves a hard mark to 
erase. Thru such actions the town- 
people are made to look upon all tented 
attractions with a certain degree of dis- 
dain. And it is thru such actions on the 
part of shows that leads to unfair legis- 


lation being raised against all canvas 
attractions. 


HOWBOAT operators have found it 

tough to double back into a big city 

spot. For some reason or other a 
boat’s second engagement in a large city 
never creates the excitement or pulls in 
the cash as did the boat's initial visit. 
Several of the floating theater operators 
have found that out this year. Big city 
spots that gave them a land-office busi- 
ness last season are pulling in, in com- 
parison, only a handful this year. Be- 
tween the initial and second engagement 
big city natives seem to lose all interest 
in the floating theaters. In other words, 
their feverish desire to learn all about 
showboats is chilled, and it becomes an 
almost impossible task to revive it. It 
would be well for showboat owners to 
remember the old adage: “Strike while 
the iron is hot.” In other words, get 
every nickel you can on the first time in.

When other lines of 
industries return to normalcy, and

stage. For the present, however, the 
shows must struggle thru the lean days 


as best they can, just the same as all 
other industries.

The Stroud 
boys, always pleasing when dancing, just 
don’t seem able to get away from the 
blue in their talk. With the shady 
material and the one poor blackout out, 
their comedy should easily get by.

Reviewed at the Franklin. Style— 
Comedy, dancing, musical and singing. 
Setting—In three. Time—Sizteen min- 
utes. 


Jazz Lips Richardson, who has been 
around in colored musicals and several 
vaudeville acts, has merged with Bruce 
Johnson's freak musical quartet, recently 
on their own after leaving Nick Long Jr. 
Makes for a nifty combo, tyr cal of 
Harlem for rhythm and heat. Richard- 
son ably looks after the dancing and 
comedy, while the Johnson boys ¢o torrid 
in music and warbles. Act is 1.0; set yet, 
but the finishing touches coul¢ be ap- 
plied with a few weeks’ work. 


Richardson is a wow of a legger and 
sports a dumb pan for light comedy ef- 
fect. His dancing is what one might call 
eccentric acrobatic, and his acro efforts 
are topnotch. Lives up to his nickname 
at his finishing dance when he makes his 
big lips quiver. The Bruce Johnson 
quartet, with the skipper at a make- 
shift washboard arrangement, provide ac- 
companiment for Richardson and are 
spotted for several solos.

Frank Libuse 


Reviewed at the Hippodrome. Style— 
Comedy. Setting—In one and full stage 
(specials). Time—Fifteen minutes. 


A punchy comedy act, great for the 
neighborhoods, but undoubtedly tco 
rough for the class houses. Comedy is of 
the utterly ridiculous type, but cleverly 
done. Libuse stands out as a comedian 
of ability and versatility and is sup- 
ported by an excellent cast of two girls 
and a boy. 

Libuse’s chief method is to do absurd 
things in a very dignified manner. This 
style is helped by a dead pan and an 
exaggerated dignity. Opening has him at 
the piano, messing up his accompani- 
ment to the soprano who unsuccessfully 
tries to sing thru the number. Libuse 
uses here the business of tearing off 


sheets from a telephone book He is sitting 
on in order to get the proper height. 
Another old gag brought shrieks here: 
Libuse stretches his arms forward, with 
the girl in front of him, and goes thru 
the gestures that the girl would have 
made with her own arms, which are 
locked behind her. A funny bit, but 
rough, 

Girl does a snappy Spanish dance and 
Libuse later burlesques it heavily. This 
is the biggest item of the act. In general 
act is punchy, tho there are dull moments 
when a comedy situation is being worked 
up. Girl dancer is good, and the soprano, 
who works most of the time with Libuse, 
is a clever foil. A boy, as a lackey, is 
on for brief bits. P. D. 


Harrison and. Elmo 
Reviewed at the Coliseum. Style— 
Comedy. Setting—In one. Time—Twelve 
minutes. 


A laugh-getting sepian team, working 
in the drawling talk fashion of Moran 
and Mack. Just out of a Publix unit, 
they are okeh for vaude. 

Most of the material used by Bud 
Harrison and Pinky Elmo centers around 
a dice game. It is funny, and it does 
not matter whether everybody in the 
audience understands craps or not, due 
to their mugging and knockabout when 
they go into the game itself.

Reviewed at Loew’s Orpheum. Style— 
Band flash. Setting—Full stage (special). 
Time—Fourteen minutes. 

Act was advertised as making its first 
American appearance and was booked at 
the Orpheum for the special benefit of 
the Magyar neighborhood. Enthusiastic 


Orpheum patrons may have overlooked 1 


the weaknesses of the act in their joy 
of looking at something from the old 
country, but the act is not strong enough 
to hope for further attention from the 
circuits. Lacks proper embellishments. 
smooth routining and punchy specialties. 

Five-men string orchestra is on thru- 
out, providing background for the four 
specialty people and also working in their 
own spot. Band alone is okeh, but the 
specialty artists are weak. A dance team 
is spotted for a conventional waltz, and 
a tenor fails to put over a foreign- 
language number. Girl solo dancer gives 
act a ridiculous outlook by doing a song 
and dance on Smile, Darn You, Smile. 
Tap dance and American pop warble are 
out of place in a supposedly imported 
revue. This number. alone took the 
act out of the foreign novelty class and 
made it just another wobbly flash. 

Act is dull whether classified as a 
foreign novelty act or as a regular flash.

MPA Meets Hammerstein’s Debt 


The Actors’ Equity Association on 
June 26, 1931, received from the Man- 
agers’ Protective Association a check for 
88,000 in payment of the salary claim of 
W. C. Fields, an Equity member, from 
Arthur Hammerstein, president of the 
managers’ association. 

Thus was settled a cause of discord 
which dated from the closing of the 
production of Ballyhco by Mr. Hammer- 
stein after a brief run. Hammerstein 
thereafter declared that he was bank- 
rupt, a condition which under conditions 
prior to the advent of Equity would 
have left Mr. Fields without effective 
redress. 

But in its basic agreement with the 
Managers’ Protective Association Equity 
had provided that in instances in which 
individual member managers failed to 
meet their obligations the association 
would undertake to meet it for them. 

From this method of procedure, per- 
fectly understood by the managers’ asso- 
ciation and required of that bedy on 
other occasions, the managers now dis- 
sented. 

And so there followed the arbitration 
in which Equity named Martin W. Lit- 
tleton; the Managers’ Protective Associa- 
tion, Dr. Henry Moskowitz, and it was 
agreed that the third arbitrator should 
be Charles C. Burlingham, president of 
the Bar Association of the City of New 
York. 

The decision of this board was an- 
nounced only after several meetings. But 
the arbitrators were unanimous that 
the claim should be paid to Equity and 
within 10 days of the making of the 
award. Otherwise Equity might exercise 
its right to rescind the existing basic 
agreement. 

That contingency was not forced upon 
Equity, however, for the dispute over 
Fields’ claim was settled within the time 
limit by the Managers’ Protective Asso- 
ciation. 

Equity is happy to say that this par- 
ticular case is now closed. 


NVA Club Still Open 


At the suggestion of an actress who is 
both a member of Equity and of the 
NVA Club, Equity desires to make a 
correction of an article which appeared 
in the June issue of The Equity Maga- 
zine. : 

Altho the NVA Club was ordered closed 
as of May 31, a group of its members, 
headed by’ a member of the executive 
staff of the club, has taken the matter to 
court and to this date (July 1) has suc- 
ceeded in keeping the clubhouse open. 


Going in for Dramatics 

Harry §S. Dixson, an interested and 
acute observer of things theatrical, espe- 
cially in the Middle West, has written 
in to speak of conditions as he has 
noticed them at the University of Minne- 
sota. 


“It would seem,” he wrote, “that our . 


educational institutions are going in 
stronger for the drama all the time. This 


attitude toward the drama was not very 
Strong in my college days and our first 
dramatic club was organized while I was 
a student at the U. But we had plenty 
of good dramas in our theaters at that 
time even if the young sprouts did have 
to sit in nigger heaven to see them. And 
this present situation at the university 
means a lot more than appears on the 
surface when just reading this clipping.” 
(An announcement that a course in dra- 
matics was to be presented in the sum- 
mer school.) 

“Summer school is not for the regular 
student body, but is more for teachers 
and others who wisn to gain a little 


more knowledge in some particular sub-: 


ject cr some special line of work. An 
enrollment of 5,000 is expected, so you see 
that the old drama will get quite a 
hoost. At the end of their summer work 
these 5,000 will scatter to the four winds, 
and you may be sure that many of them 
will take the drama idea with them and 
use 1t in their home towns or wherever 
they may go. 

“I believe that our theater will really 
come back thru our amateurs by way of 
the schools, colleges and little theaters. 
A few professionals are now being called 
on to help out and that will mean the 
coming of entire companies of profes- 
sionals later on. 

“Our new theater will be somewhat 
highbrow and the trash and obscene will 
not be presented. And the so-called so- 
phisticated drama will be thrown into 
the discard, where it should have been 
a long time ago. 

“There is a good opportunity right 
now for live showmen to jump in and 
help things along, but probably the 
racketeers will hop to it before the 
others do—that will mean good night.” 


Air Time Is Money 

WCFPL. the radio broadcasting station 
operated by the Chicago Federation of 
Labor, is preparing to occupy the entire 
20th floor of the Furniture Mart, a new 
Skyscraper Office building. The 16,000 
square feet of space would normally rent 
for about $25,000 a year, but WCFL will 
get it for nothing, or rather the com- 
mercial firms which will take time from 
WCFL will pay the rent, as well as 
equipping the station. 

These commercial firms do not broad- 
cast purely from friendship for the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor; they do it only 
because they cxpect thru this advertising 
to gain considerably more income. 


And yet it comes continually to the 
attention of the association that broad- 
casters or (in at least one case) tele- 
vision operators approach actors with 
the proposition that they perform for 
the publicity incident to the broadcast. 
If you should be approached in such a 
manner remember what they are pre- 
pared to pay for the privilege of going 
en the air—thru you. 


A Chance To Fight 


At its regular meeting on June 16 the 
Council of the association, in response 
to an appeal from the National Council 
on Freedom From Censorship as it af- 
fects motion pictures, periodicals, radio, 
books, plays, etc., resolved to leave the 
participation in such a fight to its indi- 
vidual members. 

The Council on Freedom From Censor- 
ship is issuing a very interesting pam- 
phlet on its effort, and those Equity 
members who are interested may obtain 
copies by writing to the American Civil 
Liberties Union, 100 Fifth avenue, New 
York City.

In these times of depression when so 
few musical productions are being made, 
competition in the theatrical business is 
much keener. The member of Chorus 
Equity who has studied dancing will 
have a far better opportunity of getting 
work than the member who has been 
satisfied to get aleng on the dancing 
they can learn at rehearsals. Producers 
row do not have to waste their time 
teaching people to dance, they have their 
pick of good dancers. 

Members are again warned that they 
must register at the Chorus Equity office 
the day they begin rehearsals. At this 
time there are a number of shoe-string 
producers, without sufficient money to 
place a bond insuring salaries, who are 
trying to make productions. You must 
help ycur association protect you by 
warning us in time of rehearsals which 
are being held by such producers.

IXIELAND’S appetite “for dramatic 
stock and every other form of the 
living, speaking drama is whetted 


to a fine edge. But it would be foolish 
to promise profitable business to any 
theatrical attraction playing the South- 
ern States until some millions of work- 
ing people now idle find employment. 

The foregoing is the composite opinion 
of a dozen of the best informed drama 
editors and theater managers in the 
South—expressed in the last week. It is 
an opinion predicated on intimate 
knowledge of existing conditions in their 
respective cities and their own personal 
estimates of the immediate outlook. 

“Don't get the idea that the famines 
that has hit the showshops of the South 
is confined to any branch of the amuse- 
ment business,” said H. G. Griffin, sea- 
soned showman and right bower of 
“Electric” Sparks, whose chain in Florida 
stretches to the lower end of the State. 
“The picture houses are hard hit in all 
the cities. To my certain knowledge 
just one house in Atlanta is getting the 
money, the Fox, where stage shows are 
pulling them in.” 

Drama editors in the larger Southern 
cities whose names were once flaunted in 
stellar fashion by their publishers grow 
melancholy and morose when you men- 
tion the in-the*flesh drama. Their 
occupation, like Othello’s, is gone. 

Ralph Jones, who became the South’s 
William Winter when Joe Johnson Jr. 
was grabbed from The Atlanta Journal 
by Hearst (only to fall into Tammany 
Politics speedily and emerge as Tam- 
many'’s New York fire commissioner) 
and “Fluffy” Woodruff passed out of the 
Atlanta picture, emitted a deep groan 
when the painful subject was broached 
as he sat at his desk in The Atlanta 
Constitution office last Sunday night. 

“Theater,” he repeated. “Hah! There 
isn’t any. They don’t go out with Annie 
any more.” 

The Nestor of Dixie’s critics scratched 
his ear pensively. His gaze wandered 
out into the vast empyrean of space. 
Suddenly he came out of the fog and 
glared. 

“What do you expect, anyway, from 
the multitude?” he challenged. “Espe- 
cially with money as tight as it is now. 
If I had to pay, wouldn’t I choose my- 
self to buy a 60-cent ticket and be 
satisfied with a good talkie and good 
orchestra music rather than loosen up 
for $3.30 to see a real dramatic or 
musical show? The real showshop, 
brother, is in a bad way. The future 
of it beats me. And I’ve been following 
the game 25 years.” Jones has gone 
cynic. Maybe it was the 102 tempera- 
ture in which he sweltered that night. 

Atlanta folk, however, are not rushing 
to the movies. The film houses are 
painfully neglected. Amusement seekers 
are having plenty of fun listening to 
Mayor Key expleining why he told his 
Sunday school class that the 18th 
Amendment was a bad egg; watching 
the antics of W. D. Upshaw, who is 
seeking to identify himself as a former 
congressman by hopping around with a 
chip on his shoulder, challenging all 
comers to debate, and listening to Police 
Chief Beavers telling the dry leaders that 
he will be able to enforce the prohibition 
law only when he is provided with a 
policeman for each of the 100,000 pro- 
hibition law violators in Atlanta. Then, 
too, there is the Rev. Sam Small, fea- 
tured writer on The Consitution, supply- 
ing oodles of fun with his daily column. 
Rev. Sam Small, brilliant evangelist, 
preached prohibition from Bangor, Me.,

“If she has a good figure, tho, slim 
and supple and willowy and a homely 
face she is absolutely out of the running. 
Same thing applies to an angelic face 
and bad figure. If she has the perfect 
figure with the beautiful face and lacks 
the gift of charm one calls personality, 
it is thumbs down for her as far as I am 
concerned.” That’s John Held Jr.’s story, 
and he intends to stick to it. 

Irvin Chidnoff, the Russian artist- 
photographer, maintains that personality 
is of even greater importance and should 
sparkle with a radiant glow from the 
edy of the lovely face and figure.

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Television Will Not Seriously 
Affect the Legitimate Theater 


i. FELEVISION—and this isn’t supposed 
to be a pun-—is in the air. There are 

home broadcasts going out from vari- 
ous stations scattered over the country, and, 
tho it’s extremely probable that those home 
broadcasts are received by practically no- 
hody just now, it doesn’t alter the fact that 
they represent an imminent trend. The 
larger companies are perfecting various new 
inventions, and, with the recent demonstra- 
tion on a screen six feet square, even thea- 
ter television is a possibility. It’s useless 
to try to figure when air pictures will be 
here in any sort of popular form—that 
hinges not only on mechanical and scientific 
factors, but on economic as well—but, defi- 
nitely, they are on their way. 


With that knowledge, it’s interesting to 
try figuring how the new entry will affect 
the rest of the amusement field. Primarily, 
of course, it should affect radio as we know 
it now, and that is one reason why it’s im- 
possible to dope out when the newer tele- 
vision improvements will be released. Nat- 
urally enough, if folk can stay at home and 
both see and hear entertainers, they’re not 
going to stay at home and just hear them. 
Television should, by all rights, entirely do 
away with radio. 

But will it affect movies and the legiti- 
mate? When radio first came out there 
were dire tales of the inroads it would make 
on other amusements. Inroads there have 
been, of course, but nothing like as serious 
as those threatened. 


Television, if it does anything, should 
take something away from the adenoidal 
cinema and should leave legitimate alone. 
For television, perfected, should offer to 
amusement seekers the same things that the 
talkies offer to them—actors appearing and 
speaking thru the medium of a mechanical 
setup. The two cases are closely parallel. 
Those, however, who want to get away 


from canned acting in the talkies—and there 
is plenty of proof that the species abounds 
both in the big towns and on the road just 
now—will want to get away from canned 
acting on the air. 

Just as, according to statements flooding 
the TPROA, audiences will desert the 
croaking shadows to get a long-awaited 
look at actors in the flesh, so will audiences 
leave their easy chairs and their etherized 
“East Lynnes” to see real men and women 
performing before their eyes. 

Television ,probably will do little to 
legitimate in the big cities. It can do noth- 
ing at all to the road, because there is no 
road just now. But if plans such as those 
of the TPROA go thru and the road does 
stage a comeback, it won’t be television 
that'll stop it. 


Free Opera at Starlight Park 
A Way of Recapturing Crowds 


“© TARLIGHT Park, in New York, recent- 


ly entered into its fifth year of offering 

free grand opera weekly at its open-air 
stadium. Ten more operas, one learns from 
the news, will be given on successive Satur- 
days, the first in the weekly series having 
been “Aida.” 

Capt. E. W. Whitwell, managing di- 
rector of the series and president of Star- 
light Park, is responsible for the series, with 
a notable corps in the assist. The captain 
is a music enthusiast. Long before assum- 
ing the reins at the Bronx center he made 
nation-wide tours with operatic units. The 
path was a little difficult in spots. There 
were the usual license difficulties to over- 
come, as well as the familiar squabbles with 
vocalists and band people, hardships known 
to every opera impresario. Thru it all he 


_ Still retains his flair for grand opera and is 


said to be the pioneer in the metropolis of 
free grand opera designed for amusement 
park purposes. While the park, he says, has 
done nothing phenomenal in the way of 
business in recent years, he comes forward 
with free opera every year because he be- 
lieves in its edifying qualities. Moreover, 
he thinks it attracts patronage the park 
would not otherwise receive. By thus prov- 
ing himself a sturdy advocate of the “flesh” 
principle, in practice as well as in theory, 
we applaud him. 

As for the merits of the entertainment, 
we submit the findings of F. D. Perkins, 
music editor of The New York Herald 
Tribune, who viewed the first performance: 


The performance (he wrote in 
part) lived up to what could be rea- 
sonably expected of a production of 
this type, given in a site not primarily 
designed for outdoor opera, and with 
certain inevitable limitations in the 
matter of staging. Mr. Rescigno (the 
conductor) kept the various elements 
of the performance well together, and 
the orchestra, including Metropolitan 
Opera instrumentalists, did well with 
its part of the score, while the bailet 
danced rhythmically, and the ensem- 
ble in general marked an improve- 
ment over previous Starlight seasous. 


In the singing cast of “Aida” were Delia 
Samoiloff, who interpreted the title role; 
Fortunato De Angelis; Stella De Mette, a 
leading contralto, once with Fortune Gallo’s 
San Carlo Opera when it was active; Greek 
Evans, Amund Sjovik, Eugenio Prosperino, 
Beatrice Altieri and Francesco Curci, John 
Bellucci is artistic director. 

It is apparent that the people Captain 


Whitwell has gathered for his series are 
no less distinguished than the undertaking 
itself. It is a fifth step in the right direction. 


Park Man Faces Problem in 
Holding Warm Weather Patrons 


T WAS to be expected, of course, that 
the swimming pools would be jammed 
during the heat wave. Those located in 

amusement parks have been particularly 
well patronized, the result being that thou- 
sands of patrons who heretofore had never 
been near the parks suddenly became con- 
scious_of their existence. In other words, 
durin the last few weeks hordes of new 
patrons have been educated to the park idea. 


The problem. to be faced now is how to 
hold these patrons when the lure of the 
swimming pool itself may not be so strong. 
How to get them back into the park to 
enjoy the other attractions it affords. 


It appears to us that the park manager 
has a very definite duty to perform on this 
score. Ill handling of it may mean irrepa- 
rable damage, while care and thought are 
certain to assure success. 


Courtesy and service undoubtedly are 
the keynote. By employing them thou- 
sands of new patrons will be secured. These 
patrons, too, will be of the desirable type. 


The warm weather which has sent thou- 
sands of people rushing to the amusement 
parks of the country in search of comfort 
and relief has been a boom to that industry 
-—be careful that it doesn’t become a 
boomerang. 


Declining Motion Picture Grosses Due 
To Short-Sightedness of the Industry 


USINESS at the motion picture thea- 

ters of the country has declined to a 

niarked degree during the last few 
months. Grosses have hit the skids and the 
picture barons are franticly ordering drastic 
economies in an effort to stem the tide and 
assure themselvs some small profit. 


Old man depression, of course, is being 
blamed for this sudden change of events. 
Undoubtedly he has had something to do 
with it, but we are not at all sure that he is 
the principal cause. Indeed, we would give 
the depression as only a very minor factor. 


If anything, the motion picture pro- 
ducers have themselves to blame. They 
have cheapened the quality of their prod- 
uct; they have assumed a czaristic atti- 
tude in foisting on the public a monotonous 
succession of similar pictures; they have 
refused to listen to the plea for “flesh” ; they 
have effected revoluntionary changes in 
equipment which have resulted in tre- 
mendous savings to themselves, but they 
have done nothing to reduce box-office 
prices. 


Now the public has started to revolt. 
The novelty of talking pictures no longer is 
strong. Theatergoers are demanding qual- 
ity pictures at moderate and fair prices. 
They are not getting them and the result 
is that they are staying away. 


It is up to the picture people to get busy 
and give Mr. and Mrs. Public what they 
want. , Indeed, they must do it if they are 
to survive. They should profit by the sad 
lesson learned by legitimate.

Let me correct Will S. Beecher’s state- 
ment that Carncross & Dixey’s Minstrels 
started in Philadelphia during the '70s. 
Monarchs of Minstrelsy, Kenny Pub- 
lising Company, New York, 1911, states, 
under biographical sketch of John L. 
Carncross, that Carncross appeared with 
Sanford’s Minstrels in Philadelphia on 
January 4, 1858; later organized Carn- 
cross & Sharpley’s Minstrels, and on 
April 14, 1862, he and E. F. Dixey opened 
Carncross & Dixey’s Minstrels. The last- 
named troupe always occupied the 1lith 
Street Opera House. That house was in 
every sense a “family resort,” and was 
openly patronized by many of the clergy 
and strict church members, 

The jokes and sketches were always 
family topics, from the 10-year-old to 
“Granpop,” for a full week after the 
performance, the usual comment being 
“Did you hear him say . ?” and 
the answer “Yes, but wasn’t So-and-So 
funny when he .. . ?” And so the 
table talk went on. Sometimes “Gran- 
pop” was listened to in deep silence when 
he told how Carncross helped the Union 
cause by singing We Are Coming, Father 
Abraham, and then probably “Granmom” 
told of Carncross’ first singing of Rock 
Me to Sleep, Mother, and The Old Oaken 
Bucket.

Having been associated with the in- 
dustry for years, I feel that I speak with 
some authority when I say that the 
weather plays a very important part in 
pool business, much more than Mr. 
Nevins intimated. I believe if the weather 
is good, business will be good, and that 
nothing under the sun can make it 
otherwise, and that, therefore, sports- 
manship is a waste of time in the swim- 
ming pool industry. 

Moreover, I know that so-called 
championship races are more of an ah- 
noyance to swimming pools than a bene- 
fit. Races keep patrons from getting 
what they paid for, and that is space to 
swim.

Farmer Talks to Showmen 


Editor The Billboard: 

Outdoor amusements may suffer con- 
siderably this season in those sections 
where much of the patronage comes 
from the farmers. This may be hard to 
understand for the reason that our pres- 
ent economic depression hasn’t an even 
spread. According to my observation, 
day labor and agriculture are taking 
more than their full share of the loss. It 
is true that many others also suffer a 
loss, but there are many who do not, 
and some are actually profiting by the 
unfortunate conditions. Do not judge 
conditions by what you are paying as a 
consumer as they do not always reflect 
the true condition of the producers. 

On our farm we have a large herd of 
high-grade Holstein cows. Not so long 
ago they averaged from $100 to $200 
each in the market as milch cows. To- 
dey $70 would probably be the best 
price, and when sent to the butcher's 
block they would bring a good deal less. 
Regular beef cattle are also very low in 
price. A veal calf, weighing 100 pounds 
or more, may now bring only $5, when 
the same calf would have brought $20 
only a short time ago. In the shops you 
will not find that meat prices have fal- 
len accordingly. For instance, I must 
pay 35 cents a pound for veal round 
steak and from 25 to 30 cents for beef 
steak. 

For the month of May our herd pro- 
duced approximately 6,666 quarts of milk 
and we received $193.97 for it, or about 
2.75 cents per quart. To get that price 
we must feed, milk and care for the cows 
and deliver the milk on the market. 
When I buy milk at the store it is nine 
cents a quart, so if I bought our month's 
milk back it would cost me $599.94. 
Those who handle it thus make $405.77 
for so doing. Of course, they have to 
supply bottles, etc., but their return is

much greater than mine, and I have more 
investment and a higher cost of pro- 
duction. 

To get the May milk from the farm to 
the Twin Cities market cost ‘me $63.25, 
or almost a third of what my milk 
check amounted to, and this cost of 
transportation has not come down from 
what it was years ago. The local mer- 
chant used to pay 50 cents a pound for 
butter at the creamery and got two 
pounds for $1. His handling charge is 
three cents a pound, so he got six cents 
return on his $1 investment. Now he 
can buy four pounds of butter for his 
$1. and gets 12 cents on the $1 invest- 
ment. So it is plain to be seen that we 
are not all faring alike in the depression. 

This same condition holds true in 
other products from the farm. I can 
sell my oats for 21 cents a bushel, drive 
around the elevator and buy them back 
at 27 cents a bushel just for running 
them thru the spouts. Wheat is 56 cents 
a bushel, less than a cent a pound, yet 
when I buy back the bran, or hulls, it 
costs 80 cents for 100 pounds. Make 
that bran into breakfast food and it 
costs $300 or $400 a ton. 

Perhaps The Billboard is no place for 
a letter of this kind, but it is well that 
showmen know the true conditions and 
govern themselves accordingly. And 
don’t condemn the farmers for being 
tightwads for most of them these days 
have no wads to be tight with. And 
when folks tell you that “the farmers are 
always kicking,” or “they don’t know 
when they are well off,” accept those 
statements with a grain of salt, for when 
a farmer says he is hard up these days 
it is not due to his imagination or a 
poetic nature. HARRY L. DIXSON.

As my name has been mentioned sev- 
eral times in connection with this act, 
and being one of the survivors of the 
performers that assisted in making this 
act a success, I will endeavor to give 
you my opinion concerning the con- 
troversy that has been going on for 
some months in The Billboard. 

It is my opinion that leaps can he 
revived, provided there is a market for 
the act, which I believe there is. In 
reproducing this act, I would suggest 
that it be placed in the hands of com- 
petent performers and introduced as a 
private act and not as a company act. I 
believe this is the only way you can 
successfully introduce leaps at this time. 

If you have, we will say, about 10 
leapers under the management. of one 
ef the leapers, I believe that you can 
make a success and add to the merits 
of the act. I would further suggest that 
in reading this article you will introduce 
some of the features in connection with 
leaps that I have mentioned and it will 
work out better in the interest of the 
performers, as well as the management 
of the company with which you are 
working. You will notice I am quoting 
in this article people who are competent 
to judge and who have witnessed the 
claim set forth in this article. A great 
number with whom I was associated have 
passed away, and, of course, they can- 
not be called upon to verify the state- 
ments I have made. 

Eddie Silbon, who is now with the 
Ringling-Barnum Show, is one of the sur. 
vivors who witnessed the triple somer- 
fault accomplished by me for the last 
time in 1884. In addition, Charles 
Davis, known as “Jumbo” Davis, who 
procured Jumbo for Mr. Bailey in Lon- 
don, also can verify and, in fact, wrote 
articles on the subject of the triple 
somersault in the interest of the general 
public and myself. 

As to the triple somersault: A num- 
ber of performers met their death in at- 
tempting triple somersaults from a tram- 
poline board. The first man to attempt 
a triple somersault was a performer in 
the Van Amberg Circus at Mobile, Ala., 
in 1842, and he broke his neck in the 
effort. William J. Hobbs was the next to 
try the trick at Ashley’s Amphitheater 
in London, Eng., in 1845. He also was 
instantly killed. The next victim was 
Johnny Amar, who had been successful 
in turning a double. He also tried a 
triple cn the Isle of Wight, England, in 
1859, landed on his forehead and broke 
his neck. Sam Rhineheart, a noted per- 
former with the Cooper & Bailey Show, 
became overambitious to excel] all pre- 
vious efforts in doing doubles and tried 
2 triple at Toledo, O., in 1870, turning 
twice and one-half and landing on the 
flat of his back, disabling him for some 
time. Billy Dutton also essayed the 
feat, but failed and never made a second 
attempt. Robert Stickney Sr. is said to 
have done the trick while practicing in 
a gymnasium, alighting in a blanket, 
but never lighting on his feet. Frank 
Stark, an old-time performer with 
Spalding & Rogers’ Circus, ufdertook 
the feat in Indianapolis, he, too, lighting 
on his head and dislocating his neck. He 
died within a few hours. 

Col. T. Allston Brown, historian of 
theatricals, says: “The only person living 
or dead who ever accomplished this 
hazardous feat successfully before the 
public and more than once was John 
Worland. His first endeavor to threw a 
triple somersault was in St. Louis, Mo.. 
in 1874. He made three trials, first, 
over five horses and landed on his back. 
His third effort was more satisfactory, as 
he landed on his feet. The next time he 
tried it was at a little town of St. Louis, 
Mich, with Howe’s London Circus, in 
1876. This time he landed on the leap- 
ing bed in a sitting position. He did 
it again at Eau Claire, Wis., in 1881, with 
the Adam Forepaugh Shew and a few 
aa¥s later at La Crosse, and on both oc- 
casions at the afternoon performance. 
To settle disputes on this subject for all 


time. various members of the con*pany 
made affidavits to these facts. The last 
time that Worland accomplished a triple 
somersault was at New Haven, Conn., in 
1884, with the Forepaugh Show in the 
presence of the mayor of the city and 
Many newspaper correspondents, who 
vouched for the deed. The feat was an- 
nounced by James Melville. A performer 
ran down the board and did a single 
somersault; another performer ran down 
the »oard and did a double somersault, 
after which Worland ran down the board 
making three complete revolutions in 
the air and lighting on his feet, straight 
as an arrow. It has been seriously 
doubted that a triple somersault had 
ever been accomplished before an audi- 
ence after due announcement. It was 
claimed that such a feat must be an 
accident or preconceived or calculated 
upon, as many expert double-somersault 
throwers assert that after the second 
turn is.made they lose all control over 
their mental or muscular faculties, bub 
Worland had completely mastered the 
double somersault and would never allow 
himself to attempt a single, which made 
him absolutely sure of his energy and 
ability to reach the goal. Therefore, 
when he undertook the triple he did 
not run the same risk as others who 
made the attempt and failed.” 

Robert Stickney Sr. in an article that 
appeared in The Billboard of December 
10, 1921, stated that “John Worland, a 
coal merchant living in Corning, N. Y., 
is the only person I know of who suc- 
cessfully performed the feat of throwing 
a triple somersault from a trampoline 
board before an audience.” 

I am quite positive that any performer 
who is an accomplished double-somer- 
sault leaper, adopting the proper meth- 
ods, can successfully accomplish a 
triple. 

In conclusion, I would love to see 
the acts of leaps resurrected and cnce 
more placed before the public. I would 
take great pleasure in witnessing a per- 
formance of leaps such as we have had 
in the past. JOHN WORLAND.

New Mexico’s Unjust Law

I am inclosing copy of new law which 
has been put in effect in New Mexico. 
This law simply ruins the outdoor shows 
in the State, especially the smaller ones, 
as the towns in New Mexico that are 
incorporated are few and far between 
and licenses in them are too high for a 
small outfit. 

I have been connected with a small 
outfit showing pictures under canvas, 
etc., in New Mexico and we were forced 
to make a move of over 300 miles to get 
out of the State some weeks ago. Travel- 
ing by trucks was hard on us. It is only 
reasonable to suppose that the picture 
interests are responsible for this law 
and, altho I am a consistent newspaper 
reader, I was unaware that any such 
law was being considered by the State 
Legislature and really knew nothing of 
it until I was confronted with it at a 
county clerk’s office when I went to get 
a license. 

Have written State comptroller re- 
questing further information. The owner 
of this show is a taxpayer, citizen, prop- 
erty owner ahd an ex-service man of New 
Mexico. It would seem that any law 
which actually prevents a man from 
earning an honest living with property 
acquired with much effort and expense 
is discriminating, to say the least. 

If outdoor showmen are to be legislated 
against by every assembly of foreign- 
born petty politicians who manage to 
get together and the showmen make no 
effort to fight back, we may as well look 
for some other line of endeavor. 

Trust that you will see fit to give this 
matter some publicity which may tend 
to arouse some interests in the show 
business.

it is enough to make intelligent persons 
marvel at the stupidity of so many sup- 
posedly informed individuals who are 
the direct mouthpieces of certain inter- 
ests.

Visitors flock to 
modern cities where a variety of amuse- 
ment is served, and in doing so incident- 
ally patronize hotels, restaurants and 
various other shops. High-class amuse- 
ment, therefore, is not just a matter of 
dollars and cents, but an important mu- 
nicipal concern, since it means so much 
to the city’s prestige, prosperity and 
progress. 

“Prom the writer's person observa- 
tion, he knows that circuses spend the 
bulk of their earnings in each of the 
towns played along the route. Perform- 
ers and other attaches connected with 
the show are liberal spenders, so why all 
the bellyaching about where the money 
goes, so long as the public has received 
satisfaction? 

“Springtime is circus time, let’s have 
one, Mr. Boule.”

PARKS-POOLS 


Older Parks in Metropolis 
Are Employing Free Acts 


All these are in the major division and have established 
such policies—New Jersey contributes three—outdoor 
pool fare increased, with gate fee about same 


NEW YORK, July 4.—Parks in and around New York which 
are offering free-act entertainment may be counted on the 10 fingers, 
leaving a few unidentified by the process, but observers point out 
very significantly that the spots employing free “flesh” are in the 
big league class as far as the metropolis is concerned and most of 


them were established at least be- 
fore the Great War. Students of 
the situation believe there is a di- 
rect connection between the age 
of a park and its year-after-year 
alignment with a free-act policy. Their 
opinion is that the older a park is the 
more set it is on “fiesh” of a free char- 
acter. Truth to tell, every one of the 
parks in question, with one exception, 
has been operated for more than a 
decade aud some are decidedly older. The 
exception is Playland, Rye, which, 
strangely enough, considering the nature 
of present survey, does not institute a 
week-by-week change, playing acts, this 
season, at least, for two weeks, booking 
spasmodically for the run of the season. 
At Playland, however, the Casino Ice 
Show and Cabaret offers mixed fare for 
a nominal fee, two bits, which, consider- 
ing embellishments not surrounding a 
free-act program, might be classed in the 
semi-free division. 

New Jersey parks contributing free 
acts are Palisades, Palisade; Olympic, 
Irvington, and Columbia, North Bergen. 
All are familiar stamping grounds estab- 
lished before 1920. Every one of the trio 
has a weekly change with a minimum of 
three acts. Palisades and Olympic em- 
ploy brass bands for accompaniment. 
Columbia uses mechanical music. 

Starlight Park, Bronx, inaugurated its 
free-act program late last month and 
appears to be set on it for the season. 
Bands alternate with “canned” music. 
Outside the free-act realm is its open- 
air grand opera on Saturday nights, 
which is free. Luna Park, Coney Island, 
runs acts thru the season, changing every 
four or five weeks. Its circus in the 
hippodrome is in the semi-free class, in- 
asmuch as the performance may be 
viewed from the outside, tho the seats 
in the arena go for 15 cents. 

Outdoor swimming pools, more of 
which exist in the metropolis right now 
than at any time, are reacting very 
rapidly, and with more than average 
results, to the possibilities tied in with 
featuring “name” swimmers and plung- 
ers, water sports and carnivals and 
other business getters. While you've got 
to pay at the door in order to witness or 
take part in the features, it is notable 
that a few years back for the same ad- 
mission, or slightly less, the only fare 
obtainable was straight swimming and 
a minimum of standard athletic para- 
phernalia. 


Free Gate at Wheeling Park 


WHEELING, W. Va., July 4. — State 
Fair Park, largest amusement resort in 
the Wheeling district, is attracting good 
crowds this season and now is operating 
with free gate. Swimming pool has been 
the mecca for thousands in the last few 
weeks. Arcadia ballroom has been draw- 
ing heavily so far this season, with the 
best of local and traveling bands alter- 
nating weekly engagements. Roller rink 
is‘again open, as well as all midway con- 
cessions and rides.

Metropolitan Beaches and Pools Create 
Season’s Record Last Week-End in June 


NEW YORK, July 4.—Led by Coney 
Island in an exodus parade attributed 
to the excessive heat, shore resorts and 
swimming pools in and around here 
chalked up the season’s high in attend- 
ance last week-end, the final one in June 
and the third week-end in succession 
which brought out perfect weather. 

Coney Island attendance over week- 
end was estimated at more than 1,300,- 
060, with more bathers than at any time 
this season. Concessioners and board- 
walk attractions reported very satisfac- 
tory business, while the pools at Luna 
and Steeplechase were thronged. Upward 
of half a million was the estimate for 
the Rockaways. Rockaway’s Playland and 
other amusement projects reported rapid 
turnstile biz. Long Beach clicked to the 
tune of about 300,000 on Sunday, with 
the Saturday attendance bringing the 
total to about half a million. Jones 
Beach played host to 125,000, while the 
smaller beaches on the Long Island pen- 
insula were jammed, according to re- 
ports. Staten Island beaches enjoyec 
record crowds—about 100,000 for the 
week-end, 

Beaches in Westchester County ap- 
proximated capacity crowds, with 10,000 
in the waters at Playland, Rye. Such 
watering places in the county as Glen 
Island and New Rochelle reached the 
Season’s peak.

Million-Dollar 
Bill ls Unusual 


Large crowd at opening of 
Atlantic City pier—vaude- 
ville dropped for first time 


ATLANTIC CITY, July 4— 
Large crowd attended the open- 
ing of Million-Dollar Pier last 
Saturday night with one of the 
most unusual programs ever pre- 
sented on the pier. However, 
vaudeville for the first time in the 
pier’s existence is sadly missed, 
and the management may find it 
wise to return it before the end of 
season. The opening marked the 25th 
anniversary of the pier, which was 
founded by that famous old amusement 
man, Captain John L. Young, who now 
resides in a home on the pier, called 
“No. 1 Atlantic Ocean.” California 
Frank's Wild West Rodeo is one of the 
principal attractions, and as far as is 
known this is the first time A& rodeo has 
been staged over the ocean. The large 
skating rink and open-air theater has 
been rebuilt for this feature. A cowgirl 
band furnishes the music. An Indian 
village, part of this attraction, is creating 
quite some interest. California Frank is 
in full charge arid does his own announc- 
ing. The cowboys created a sensation as 
they rode out onto the boardwalk open- 
ing day. 

Another feature and the only “flesh” 
act in the Hippodrome, the birthplace of 
the famous Emmett Welch Minstrels of 
some years ago, is Princess Yvonne, one 
of the foremost psychists now before the 
public. She puts over the usual mystery 
name-telling act with several new twists.

His staff 
includes John Bellucci, artistic director, 
and Aurelio Gallo, business manager. 
Opera was under the direction of Pas- 
quale Rescigno. 
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F PLANS for the development of Sa- 
| vannah Beach, Ga., are carried out, 
four years from now, or by 1935, it will 
present a picture far different from that 


of today, in the opinion of Mayor 
Thomas Gamble of Tybee, who sees no 
reason to believe that they will not be. 
Quite a number of improvements have 
been made in the last four years, and 
according to Mayor Gamble, to handle 
the increased traffic for 1932 it will be 
necessary to extend the boardwalk and 
parking areas to the south of Tybrisa by 
another block of 560 feet; that is, take 
in the area between 17th and 18th 
streets, giving space on the ocean front 
and on 18th street for about 500 more 
cars. The additional 500 feet of board- 
walk, making that section of boardwalk 
1180 feet long, the mayor believes, 
should be 15 feet wide, and the present 
10-foot-wide boardwalk between i6th 
and 17th streets widened by five feet. 
With this improvement made for 1932, 
there will be an ocean front parking 
area Of 1,740 feet long and i100 feet 
wide and boardwalks 1,580 feet long and 
15 feet wide. With 14th, 15th, 16th, 17th 
and 16th streets surfaced, 40 feet wide, 
from the ocean to the railroad, there 
will be altogether room to comfortably 
park about 2,500 cars in a compact area 
between the Central of Georgia railroad 
and the beach. 


One of the most important improve- 
ments is a proposed amusement park. 
Plans provide for the removal of the 
Breakers pavilion and the creation of a 
park to cover the entire block from the 
beach to the railroad. The Tybee Amuse- 
ment Company is studying this matter 
and regards it as the next step it is to 
make in its co-operation in making 
Tybee the exceptional resort of the South 
Atlantic. Such a park, the mayor points 
out, will represent a large expenditure, 
but the position of Tybee as a resort is 
now regarded as justifying its planning. 


One plan of aiding in the financing 
of these improvements should be of in- 
terest to Owners and managers of beach 
resorts in general. During 1930, and 
again this season, they have maintained 
a traffic “stop” sign at the corporate 
limits, with an Officer stationed on each 
side of the highway leading to the beach. 
Occupant of each automobile on enter- 
ing the corporate limits of Tybee is 
handed a ticket and invited to pay 25 
cents toward the public improvements— 
boardwalks, parking space, street paving,

etc. This “donation” is not compulsory, 
but to avoid embarrassment, discussion 
and delay, almost 100 per cent of the 
automobilists entering Tybee chip in the 
“two bits.” One can imagine what a 
nice sum is realized from this when it 
is stated that approximately 3,500 autos 
were at Savannah Beach Sunday, June 28. 


The local people have become so 
thoroly trained to this “donation” 
scheme that they pay and smile, but 
visitors from other Georgia counties, 
Florida, South Carolina and other places 
express some pointed criticism on a mu- 
nicipality placing a pay gate at its en- 
trance, which is the only public highway 
leading to the most important ocean 
beach ‘within reach of Georgia’s entire 
population.

Illinois License 
Bill Is Defeated 


The Automatic Merchandisers’ Asso- 
ciation, uniting with the Illinois Manu- 
facturers’ Association and similar groups, 
were successful recently in defeating a 
bill for an act requiring every person, 
firm, exchange, association or corpora- 
tion operating chain stores in the State 
of Lllinois to obtain a license. House 
Bill No. 199. 

Senate Bill No. 764 provided that 
cities and villages be empowered to 
license and regulate under the same 
provisions as found in House Bill No. 199. 

On investigation it was found that 
it was proposed thru this particular bill 
to compel every operator in the State 
of Illinois to pay a license fee of $25 
per year on each of the first three loca- 
tions and $1,000 per year on each addi- 
tional location, and said licensee shall 
keep said licenses posted on the machine. 

Purthermore, it provided that anyone 
operating a machine without first secur- 
ing the license would be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be fined not less than 
$1,000 nor more than $5,000. The 
Operation of each location in excess of 
three without such license would con- 
stitute a separate offense. 

Had this bill become a law every job- 
ber and operator in the State of Illinois 
would have been put out of business 
immediately upon its enforcement. 


Alabama Legislation 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., July 4—A bill 
has been introduced in the Alabama 
Legislature which would ban miniature 
pool tables outside of city limits. As 
to whether the toy tables would be per- 
mitted inside the city limits will be left 
to the judgment of the municipalities 
if the bill is passed. 

Miniature pool tables operated by a 
slot-machine method are quite popular 
in Alabama. Many drug stores, filling 
stations and other business establish- 
ments have one or more on a commission 
basis. u

Ask AMA To Prepare 
New Anti-Slug Bill 


On Monday, June 22, at the suggestion 
of the International Stamp Manufac- 
turers’ Association, a conference was held 
with the following on the subject of 
legislation: International Stamp Manu- 
facturers’ Association, attended by its 
legislative committee, consisting of Gus 
Meyers, Henry Hanson, Mr. Willard and 
their attorney, Mr. Racine; the Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
represented by I. W. Green, technical 
adviser, and F. P. Valentine, assistant 
vice-president; Automatic Merchandisers’ 
Association, represented by Mr. Brock, of 
the Ford Vending Machine Corporation; 
Mr. Mills, of Mills Novelty Company, and 
S. F. D. Meffiey, and Department of 
Commerce, represented by its district 
manager, Mr. Rayburne. 

The American Telephone and Tele- 
griph Company wants no tokens or slugs 
with holes in them and asked that the 
tolerance on a 5-cent piece be .083, 
ranging from a minimum of .767 to 
850, claiming that there are many old 
nickels in circulation .805 and the new 
nickels are 835. 

On a 10-cent piece the tolerance to 
be .062, ranging from a minimum of 
653 to .715. 

On a 25-cent piece the tolerance to be 
067, ranging from .903 to .970. 

The Automatic Merchandisers’ Asso- 
ciation took the position that slugs 
could be made the same size as U. 8S. 
coins provided they had a hole at exact 
center, this hole to be between 4% and 
¥% of an inch in diameter. 

Any slugs that are manufactured 
without a hole in the center should be 
either 1/64th of an inch larger or 
1/64th of an inch smaller than the 
diameter of any U. S. cc‘ns. 

The International Stamp Manufac- 
turers’ Association expressed the opinion 
that it would be impossible to manu- 
facture tokens and slugs with a hole in 
the center owing to requirements of 
firms ordering such tokens. 

It will recommend to its members that 
all tokens and slugs be larger or smaller 
than the diameter of any U. S. coin, but 
before giving definite figures another 
conference must be held on the subject. 

Meffley was requested to furnish to the 
other two organizations a draft of the 
type of anti-slug bill which the industry 
would favor for enactment by State 
legislatures. 

This bill to receive the attention of 
the legal departments of the A. T. & T. 
and I. S. M. A. and reported back in 
conference within 30 days. The Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph Company 
will immediately furnish those attend- 
ing the conference a complete report 
covering its research activities on this 
subject over a period of years.

Vending Machine Laws 


The Manufacturers’ Division of the 
Automatic Merchandisers’ Association 
has compiled the following laws and 
ordinances, enacted prior to January 
2, 1931, pertaining to the operation 
and use of legal] vending machines in 
the United States. There are, how- 
ever, various loca] ordinances affect- 
ing cities and towns which have not 
been compiled and if any person is 
interested in a particular location he 
may write the Association Secretary, 
who will advise whether or not there 
is any local legislation affecting the 
operation of legal vending machines. 

The Billboard will present these 
laws in a series of weekly installments 
and recommends that those interested 
clip and file the data as a permanent 
reference. 


TEXAS 


Occupation Tax Law Section 31, Serics 
101—“From each owner or manager of 
every coin-operated phonograph, elec- 
trical piano, electric battery, grapho- 
phone, weighing machine or other ma- 
chines or instruments where a fee is 
charged, where such fee is five cents or 
more, an annual tax of five ($5) dollars.” 
This is the State tax. There is also 
a county tax of $2.50. 

Section 31, Series 102—‘“From each 

owner or manager of every such ma- 
chine as mentioned or referred to here- 
in where the fee charged is a penny, an 
annual occupation tax of one ($1) dol- 
lar, provided when an electric battery is 
used by a regularly authorized physician 
on a patient no tax shall be charged.” 
There is also a county tax of 50 cents. 
_ “This tax does not apply to machines 
vending uniform pieces of merchandise 
with each coin deposited. Neither does 
it apply to machines which pay only up- 
on certain symbols or numbers, or which 
fail to vend uniform packages of mer- 
chandise for each coin deposited, as such 
are classed as lotteries or games of 
chance and therefore no occupation tax 
receipt can Issue upon such. It especial- 
ly applies to electric pianos, electric 
phonographs and other electrical coin- 
operated musical instruments; scales, 
shocking machines and others vending 
something of intangible nature.” 

The cities of Texas can charge 50 
per cent of the State license and prac- 
tically afl of them exercise their option. 


UTAH 

“Every person who keeps or Operates, 
either as Owner, agent or employee, or 
allows to be kept, used, operated, or 
conducted in his place of business, or 
elsewhere in this State, the device or in- 
strument commonly known as the ‘slot 
machine,’ or any other similar device or 
instrument for gambling or exhibiting 
bawdy pictures, is guilty of a misde- 
meanor.” 

VERMONT - 

“A person who sells or disposes 
property by way of chance, or as an in- 
ducement to the sale of property, gives 
the purchaser or any other person other 
property to be drawn by way of chance 
or lottery, shall be imprisoned not more 
than one year or fined not more than 
$200 or both.” This also applies to vend- 
ing machines if any element of chance 
enters into the sales by means of these 
machines. 

If the parties operating or selling vend- 
ing machines in this State are incor- 
porated it would be necessary that they 
comply with the laws relative to foreign 
corporations transacting business in Ver- 
mont. If unincorporated and doing 
business under a firm name, the firm 
name should be registered in the office 
of the Commissioner of Taxes. 


VIRGINIA 


Section 198. Slot Machines—Any per- 
son, firm or corporation having anywhere 
in the State of Virginia a slot machine 
of any description into which are 
dropped nickels or coins of larger de- 
nominations to dispose of chewing gum 


or other articles of merchandise or for 
the purpose of operating musical or 
other devices that operate on the nickel- 
in-the-slot principle used for gain, except 
as a pay telephone, shall pay for every 
such slot machine or musical or other 
Gevice as the case may be, a State license 
tax of $5 per year, except such vending 
machines as are used solely for the sale 
of agricultural products or cigars, on 
which shall be levied a State license 
tax of $3 per year for each machine; ex- 
cept also weighing machines and mia- 
chines used solely for the purpose of 
selling shoe strings, on which shall be 
levied a State license tax of $2 per year 
for each machine, and except also auto- 
matic baggage or parcel checking ma- 
chines or receptacles, which are used for 
the storage of baggage or parcels of any 
character, on which there shall be levied 
a State license tax of 25 cents per year 
for each receptacle that is operated on 
the coin-in-the-slot principle, and on 
vending machines operated by the in- 
sertion of one cent there is hereby levied 
a State license tax of $2 per year for each 
machine; provided, however, that noth- 
ing contained in this section shall be 
construed as permitting any such per- 
son, firm or corporation to keep, main- 
tain, exhibit or operate any slot machine 
or other device, in the operation of 
which cigarets are disposed of or in 
which the element of chance enters, and 
provided further that this section shall 
not apply to any merchant who has paid 
a merchant's license tax and who owns 
such slot machine and simply uses same 
inside of his place of business for the 
purpose of making sale of his goods and 
merchandise, which goods and merchan- 
dise have been regularly purchased by 
said merchant; nor shall this section 
apply to slot machines that are used 
Solely for the purpose of selling indi- 
vidual sanitary drinking cups or sanitary 
drinking cups and natural water at one 
cent. 

Any person, firm or corporation having 
any such machine or other device and 
failing to procure a State license there- 
for, shall be subject to a fine of not 
less than $20 nor more than $50 for each 
offense, and such machine or other de- 
vice shal] become forfeited to the com- 
monwealth. 

No commissioner of the revenue shall 
issue any license under this section un- 
less and until the applicant states on 
oath that no element of chance enters 
into the operation of the machine for 
which a license is desired, nor unless and 
until such applicant shall exhibit to 
the commissioner of the revenue a cer- 
tificate from the attorney for the com- 
monwealth of the county or city certi- 
fying that in the opinion of such at- 
torney for the commonwealth no element 
of chance enters into the operation of 
such machine. 

This section, as amended, shall be in 
force on and after January 1, 1931. 


WASHINGTON 


No State laws against the use of legal 
vending machines wherein there is no 
elemént of chance. There are some 
cities, however, in this State that have 
ordinances against their use. 


WEST VIRGINIA 


Straight vending machines giving up 
articles of merchandise for each deposit 
of equal value are lawful devices in this 
State. However, persons exhibiting and 
using commercial vending machines of 
lawful character are required to pay a 
State license tax for the privilege of 
doing so. Where the vending machine 
received one penny in the slot and gives 
up @ penny’s worth of merchandise, the

In addition to this tax, 
incorporated cities and towns may im- 
pose a like tax for municipal purposes, 


WISCONSIN 


There is no tax in this State on legal 
vending machines, but they are assessed 
as of May 1 at their cash value just 
like any other rea] or personal property 
within the State. They &re assessed to 
the person in charge or possession of 
them. 


WYOMING 


There are no laws regarding the taxa- 
tion of vending machines.

RUTLAND, Vt., July 4—The 
Rutland Fair, the third largest in 
New England, has become noted 
for its heavy and meritorious at- 
tractions program, and this year 
will be no exception.

This will 
comprise the erection of a military camp 
in time of war complete in every detail 
and an exhibition of thousands of war 
trophies now held priceless as mementos 
of all America in all wars. 

Ten thousand dollars to be paid in 
premiums to exhibitors of live stock and 
farm produce, together with a bumper 
crop in prospect for Michigan farmers, 
will bring out a banner exhibit from the 
county's acres of farm lands. More room 
for agricultural displays is now being 
arranged. 

Purses sufficient to bring to Marshall 
the best harness horses on Michigan 
tracks have been appropriated. 

For this greater and more interesting 
show in more than 75 years, the gate ad- 
mission will be reduced from 50 cents to 
25 cents, insuring capacity ground and 
grand-stand crowds for each day and 
evening, weather permitting.

MINNESOTA 


7886. All sums hereafter appropriated 
to aid county and district agricultural 
societies and associations shall be dis- 
tributed to the following named agricul- 
tural societies, or associations: (Editor’s 
Note—After giving names of various so- 
cieties law continues to read:) When not 
receiving specific State appropriations, 
pro rata, to be paid out in premiums at 
the fairs of only such society or associa- 
tion as have an annual membership of 
25 or more, maintain an active existence, 
hold annual fairs on inclosed grounds 
owned or leased by such societies and 
associations; provided, that they shall 
have paid out in premiums to exhibitors 
during the year as much as they received 
from the State, and provided further 
that no such county or district agricul- 
tural society shall receive in any year 
from the State for the purpose of re- 
imbursing it for the amount of premi- 
ums paid at its fairs a sum in excess 
of $2,000, and provided further, that 
no such society shall receive a sum i 
excess Of $1,700 unless it has paid at 
least the sum of $400 as premiums for 
boys and girls’ club work. Such pro rata 
distribution shall be in accordance with 
the following method; the premiums 
paid out by the said societies or asso- 
ciations, after excluding therefrom the 
payments made for horse races, ball 
games and amusement features of any 
nature as hereinafter provided, shall be 


added together, but in case any society 
or association shall have paid out a sum 
in excess of ($1,700) the maximum 
which it may receive as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, in making such total amount such 
maximum shall be taken in place of the 
amount actually paid out. The total 
amount available for distribution shall 
be divided by such total amount of 
premiums paid out and the rate per 
cent for distribution thus arrived at, but 
if this shall exceed 100 per cent the 
same shall be reduced to 100 per cent. 
The amount of the premiums so paid 
out by each society shall then be multi- 
plied by this rate, and the amount each 
society shall receive shall be in that 
Manner determined, but the maximum 
which it may receive shall be so multi- 
plied by the rate in case of any society 
which shall have actually paid out a sum 
in excess of ($1,700) such maximum. 
All payments authorized under the pro- 
visions’ of this act shall be made only 
upon the filing by the public examiner 
with the State auditor a certificate of 
examination, in which the public examin- 
er shal] certify that he has caused an 
examination to be made of the records 
and accounts of such agricultural society 
making application for State aid and 
that it has in every respect complied 
with the requirements of this act relat- 
ing to State aid. Upon receipt of such 
certificate of examination by the public 
examiner it shall be the duty of the 
Sttae auditor to draw his voucher in 
favor of such agricultural society for the 
amount to which it is entitled under 
the pro rata distribution of any ap- 
propriations made for the purpose of 
State aid to such societies.

CARNIVALS 


Glimpses of 
Past and Now 


Veteran comments on early 
day carnivals and two com- 
panies now en route 


Among the veterans of the 
carnival field still actively \en- 
gaged in such vocation is H. W. 
McGeary, who has contributed 
to this publication a combination 
of glimpses of carnivaldom’s early 
days and comment on two 
organizations now prominently 
“trouping,” founded by veteran 
showmen. McGeary does not 
venture into the long-drawn-out con- 
troversy among showmen as to who “had 
the first carnival organization”; rather 
he selects some personal memoirs of 
personages and shows. His communica- 
tion, in part, follows: 

In real early days of the carnival 
everything was gillied to box cars or 
baggage cars provided by railroads. Later 
wagons with folding show fronts and in 
which some equipment was loaded made 
their appearance and were transported 
on “system flats.” The Frank C. Bos- 
tock Shows had “hand-carved wagon 
fronts,” the “Flora” wagon in the center, 
the office wagon on one side and the liv- 
ing wagon on the other side. 


Bostock had three wagons at rear of 
the Sir Charles Wombwell Wild Animal 
Show in which he lived—they were not 
called wagons, but “living carriages.” 
Capt. Jack Maitland, the English press 
agent, was the talker on that attraction. 
The late Tom Hurd was also on its front, 
and his wife worked a group of the 
leopards. Others were Captain DeCaniac, 
Capt. Dick DeKenzo, Ted Johnson (chief 
trainer) the elephants and boxing kan- 
garoo; George W. Rollins, band leader— 
later fitted out with an animal show 
and toured the country, with Capt. 
Curley Wilson as principal trainer. The 
Bostock Show played only large cities, 
streets being fenced off for its exhibiting 
(at Dayton, O., the main street and both 
sides of the canal). Among the other 
shows were the Streets of Cairo, with 
dancers, camels and other atmosphere; 
the English Gondolas; Aaimee, the fa- 
mous fire and serpentine dancer; Billy 
Williams’ big Electric Theater, with 
Windy Hughes on the front, and other 
well-known attractions. The company 
always received bonuses to cover expense 
of free acts, etc. 

There were other men who saw & 
future in the business and invested in 
it. H. (Tubby) Snyder launched the 
Great Cosmopolitan Shows. Will S. Heck 
surrounded himself with such showmen 
as Dave Lachman, with a “black top”— 
pictures and serpentine presentations; 
John Stock, Katzenjammer  Kastle; 
Betty, the Alligator Girl; the writer, with 
“black top,” using the Moonshiners film, 
and there were also Old Plantation, 
Merry-Go-Round, Conderman Wheel, etc.; 
shows had panel fronts and gillied. J. 
Frank Hatch, of Hatch-Adams (later the 
Jones & Adams Shows), wintered in 
Dillion, S. C. Reorganized, featuring 
George W. Rollins’ Wild Animal Show; 
James Adams, with Great Train Robbery 
film; Foxy Howard, Bold Bank Robbery 
film, with Tom Moss operating the pic- 
ture machine; Kelley and Henry’s Old 
Plantation, the writer on the front; 
Captain West, with Wild Rose (pinhead); 
Merry-Go-Round and Ferr:. Wheel, Show 
loaded in six box cars.

Flack Folds 
Until 1932 


F. L. Plack, manager Northwestern 
Shows, advised from Detroit last week 
that after giving the early season a test 
of nine weeks’ exhibiting he and his 
associates had decided to call it a season 
and store the entire equipment until 
1932. “By that time,” he stated, “we 
hope that conditions will have righted 
themselves to such degree that a me- 
dium-sized carnival such as ours can 
operate at a profit.” 

All attaches in the employ of the 
“office” were paid in full, and other cur- 
rent cash cbligations liquidated. Flack, 
who, incidentally, has the reputation of 
providing news heraldings for his fellow 
showmen without self-interest camou- 
flage or “sugar coating,” explained that 
due to general unemployment, etc., con- 
ditions the receipts of company during 
its exhibiting this year were not suffi- 
cient to cover even economical operating 
expenses. Hence, they decided to not 
operate the remainder of this year. 


Darling in Cincinnati 

Harry Darling, formerly for about 22 
years in outdoor show business and with 
numerous carnivals in various capacities, 
the last six years with the mailing de- 
partment of Crowell Publishing Com- 
pany, Springfield, O., was in Cincinnati 
last week while with a party from 
Springfield attending the opening of the 
horse-racing season at Latonia. During 
his brief visit to The Billboard he 
seemed enthused in recalling names of 
showfolks with whom he troupéd years 
ago, including the late Fred J. Paul and 
wife; Mrs. Paul now Mrs. Blanch Veitch.

(periodically, of course), especially dur- 
ing summers, and be aided by them in 
return, deserves commendation on his 
fairness and increased patronage from 
the townspeople. It is human nature to 
admire a fair fellow, also to despise a 
so-called “hog”! By the same token, 
when a newspaper ad tieup is made with 
a movie house manager, it behooves the 
carnival folks to do all consistently in 
their power to further that manager’s 
business interests—by patronizing his 
institution themselves during spare mo- 
ments and speaking good words for him 
and his house to the throngs on the 
midway—even announcements in show 
tents are not amiss.

writer is a bit hazy, but about the 
winter of 1906, when the exposition was 
put on at Jacksonville, Fla., Levitt was 
there, with a Crystal Maze, as were Billy 
Madison, with Red Dome, and many 
others. Later, at various times, Levitt 
formed partnerships with other well- 
known showmen, his name in the show 
titles. One of the partnerships was with 
Berni, the organ man, of New York, and 
operated in the East. A portion of the 
outfit was sold to Johnny J. Jones, Berni 
going to Europe and Levitt to the West 
Coast, where he and Spike Huggins oper- 
ated for a while,@then took in Sam 
Brown, forming the Levitt-Brown-Hug- 
gins Shows. Later they incorporated and 
took over other equipment and now also 
have the Pacific States Shows. 

The Levitt-Brown-Huggins Shows now 
have the following attractions: Heyday, 
Whip, Merry-Go-Round, Twin Ferris 
Wheels, Over the Jumps, Caterpillar, 
Merry Mixup and two baby rides; Circus 
Side Show, Mrs. Boucher and Ted Levitt; 
Harry Meyers’ Freak Animal Show, the 
“Unborn,” Top of the World, Louisiana 
Swamp Devil, Mirror Maze, Arcade, 
McGeary’s Mouse Circus and Riding 
Academy. The show has eight horses, 
three small tractors and one “60” tractor; 
two calliopes; a 25-car train (20 flats, 
three boxes and two coaches) loaded with 
60 show wagons. Victor D. Levitt is gen- 
eral manager; W. A. Mullen, assistant 
manager; W. G. Tremain, treasurer; 
Orlando Allen, general superintendent; 
James Kling, trainmaster and lot man, 
and Thomas Gibson, storekeeper and 
assistant trainmaster.

Equipped and Lighted 


G. H. Barlow, cf 3inghamton, N_ Y., 
visited Ringling-Barnum in Syracuse 
June 25 and states tent was about three- 
fourths filled at both performances. 
Rusiness reperted very good all along 
Mohawk Valley. Friendships were re- 
newed with Pat Valdo, a Binghamtonian; 
Charles Kannely, Chick Bell, Stanley 
Dawson, the Bradnas, Kit Carson and 
cthers. 

Each season, Barlow, interested as he 
is in physical equipment of the circus, 
has noted changes and betterments, most 
of which had to do with interior equip- 
ment under big top. He says: “Incan- 
descent lights, new to this show last 
season, are this year pulled almost to 
peaks of center poles, thus giving a 
maximum amount of light for tent prop- 
er and aerial acts. New frosted bulbs 
are used thus giving a richer and softer 
appearance at distance resembling chan- 
deliers of a great opera house. Midway 
down the poles are suspended smaller 
chandeliers, four lights to a pole with 
large 16-inch green reflectors around 
globes. This casts an even light down 
upon stages and rings. 

“Stages are handsomely covered with 
orange and blue canvas covers, which are 
removed during performance. Grand 
stands are painted orange and green, 
orange being used instead of yellow on 
this snow for first time this year. All 
attendants are in splendid fitting and 
appearing uniforms. 

“Immense amount of rigging is used. 
Orland-Mara sensation takes place be- 
fore one of center poles. A scaffold is 
fastened to top of center pole with chute 
running laterally across track. People at 
ends of tent get a most spectacular view 
of this thriller. This year’s R.-B. big top 
is by far best equipped and lighted can- 
vas arena in history of the American 
circus and I say this without fear of 
contradiction. Show moves speedily, 
considering its bulk, under efficient su- 
pervisiom of Fred Bradna and Pat Valdo.”

THE JUNE issue of Yavapai Magazine, 
Grace M. Sparkes, editor, and published 
at Prescott, Ariz., was practically “Pres- 
cott Frontier Days” thruout, in advance 
of this year’s big event, dated for July 
2-5.

He was generally credited 
with having been the highest- 
priced publicity man in the 
world.

isn’t worth anything near what they 

must cost in time, energy and dough. 

When the Follies opened in Pittsburgh, 
reports seeped thru that it was the nud- 
est and lewdest of tune-fests. All that is 
changed now. Herr Ziegfeld has evident- 
ly covered up his coryphees, and stricken 
a good proportion of the blue lines from 
the records. Nobody much could object 
to the Follies as they now stand—nobody 
except, perfiaps, Channing Pollock or the 
WCTU. 

In the jaundiced and probably vulgar 
eyes of this department, it was Frank 
and Milt Britton and their slapstick nit- 
wits who walked off with the show. They 
provided the only belly laughs of an eve- 
ning that fectured splendor rather than 
fun. If their act had been repeated in 
place of Ruth Etting’s very, very sad 
Picture Bride number or Mark Hellin- 
ger’s The Africans Had a Word for It, 
it might have helped. 

The sketches, as laughgetters, were on 
the whole pretty weak. There was a fair- 
ly good one about the nuptial night of 
a pair of famous movie lovers, and an- 
other that satirized current musical sales 
methods, but that’s about all. 

It was the lavish eye-fetching of the 
show that gave it its appeal and its 
amusement value. The Albertina Rasch 
ballet performed magnificently in a brace 
of breath-taking numbers; the entire 
Ziegfeld staff went maudlin over the 
Broadway of 20 years ago in a scene that 
revivified old Rector’s and that was con- 
trasted with the Coney Island night 
clubs of today; the jungle came in for 
its usual beating at the hands of torso- 
tossing corybants, and it was all mighty 
fine if you like that sort of thing. 


But the best scene of all, to this de- 
partment, was the guard-changing at 
Buckingham Palace, wherein long rows 
of trained young ladies swung their 
kilties about, and drilled with shiny, all- 
steel muskets. At that, it probably 
heads our procession mainly because of 
the bagpipe band. It wasn’t as good a 
bagpipe band as you can see in the 
Decoration Day parades, but it was good 
enough to get this reporter bobbing up 
and down on his seat, to the intense an- 
hoyance of the gent in back. 

Joseph Urban’s settings, by the way, 
beautiful as they were, served to demon- 
strate again the fresh, bright genius of 
Albert Johnson, who did The Band Wag- 
on backgrounds. 

Harry Richman, working for Herr Zieg- 
feld, worked and worked and worked. 
Never precisely this department's pet, he 


was commendable enough in this one, 
and even, at times, quite charming. Jack 
Pearl, carrying the burden—and it prob- 
ably was a burden—of most of the com- 
edy, was Jack Pearl. If you like him, 
you like him, and if you don’t, you don’t. 
This reporter doesn’t. 


Ruth Etting has a reputation, and one 
supposes she lived up to it. It all being 
a mystery to your scribe anyhow, he can’t 
say much about it. How anyone who 
emits a thin, nasal whine can be rated 
big as a warbler is beyond him; but she 
happens to be so rated, so he guesses it’s 
all right. Helen Morgan worked more in 
sketches than in songs, and what she 
had to do she did sufficiently. 


But, outside of the Brittons, it was Hal 
LeRoy who held the show in the palms 
of his dangling hands. He bore out all 
the promise he showed in The Gang’s All 
Here, and that’s quite a bit of promise 
to bear out. Buck and _ Bubbles, 
switched to the first half on second 
night after they'd opened in the tough 
next-to-closing spot, came thru nicely. 
Albert Carroll did a few of his imitations, 
and the audience could have stood a few 
more of them with ease. The show girls, 
as usual and as they’re supposed to, 
stood around like something out of a 
show window, and the chorus girls were 
pretty, energetic and well trained. 

But, after all, it’s not the performers 
that matter so much in this type of 
show; it’s the production. And, if you 
still hold with the old revue formulae, 
Herr Ziegfeld has given you more than 
you could ever expect.

tion. The time is regarded as especially 
propitious for such a move. Little or 
nothing in the way of benefiting the 
shows this season can now be done, but 
it was agreed if the principal show own-

Reports say that the men who have 
been approached have signified their in- 
terest in the fair, but specified they 
would take an active part in its affairs 
only on condition that some radical 
changes be made, these changes being 
mainly the “humanizing” already men- 
tioned. They pointed out that the time 
is short in which to accomplish this and 
it will be necessary to avoid delay.

the acquisition of a large number of 
indie theaters which have been request- 
ing the Ideas. 


It is understood that the Ideas will 
play the Publix houses for one year at 
least, with Publix having the option to 
take them for another two years. Con- 
tract also stipulates a four-month 
notification if and when Publix decides 
to drop the units. 


Considering the difference in cost be- 
tween the Publix presentations and the 
Ideas, an average of about $1,500, along 
with the elimination of production 
overhead, such as scenery, costumes, 
salaries of the personnel of the depart- 
ment, ctc., Publix stands to save about 
$1,500,000 a year thru using the FP. & M. 
shows. Ideas average in net cost about 
$2,500 on the week. Publix Class “A” 
shows have been hovering around $4,000 
and most times above this amount. 


With the exception of Nat Xalcheim, 
booker, and Boris Morros, head of the 
music department, everybody not under 
contract with the Publix production de- 
partment is out. Frank Cambria, Jack 
Pardington and Boris Petroff, the pro- 
ducers with contracts, will remain until 
their binders expire and meanwhile will 
assist in staging the shows for the Para- 
mounts here and in Brooklyn. 

Included among those to whom the deal 
was practically the sounding of a death 
knell is the William Morris Agency. Con- 
tracted to Publix for the providing of 
talent for five years, with two years yet 
to go, this once all-powerful office finds 
itself with its income automatically cut 
to the bone. 

William Morris Jr. said Friday that 
the Publix-P. & M. deal would not 
seriously affect the office and that its 
personnel will not be slashed. At Pub- 


between 10th and 11th avenues. 

Members of the publicity and exploita. 
tion department who handled presenta- 
tion matters are either being let out or 
switched to other activities. 

It is not known yet how the deal will 
affect Lawrence Golde, who is booking 
the Scollay Square, Boston, and the 
Poli, Scranton, along with a number of 
Publix one, two and three-day stands 
in the South, out of the William Morris 
office. Whether these will also go to 
the FP. & M. office for booking is not 
known. 

Another uncertain phase is whether the 
Ideas will go into the four Publix de- 
luxers situated in Dallas, San Antonio, 
Houston and New Orleans. These houses 
are now in straight pictures for the 
summer, but will undoubtedly need stage 
shows next season. Fanchon & Marco 
units are playing the Loew house in 
New Orleans at present, and were re- 
cently dropped for the summer from that 


circuit’s deluxers in Houston and 
Memphis. 
Warner, operating five deluxers in 


Indianapolis, Jersey City, Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh and St. Louis that are under 
contract to play Publix presentations un- 
til next October, wants no part of the 
Fanchon & Marco shows. Stage bands 
booked by Harold Kemp, Warner's vaude 
booking manager, will probably go into 
these houses when Publix units are dis- 
continued. 

The Publix-F. & M. deal, in a way, is 
a godsend to Warner Officials, who have 
shown dissatisfaction with the Publix 
presentations for months and have been 
waiting on edge for the contracts to ex- 
pire so that the units could be discon- 
tinued for some other type of stage 
show. That vaude is unlikely in any of 
the Warner deluxers was shown by the 
failure of the experiment with vaude 
last winter in Indianapolis. The Publix 
shows went out and back in two weeks 
when it was found that the theater was 
too large for straight vaude. The Publix- 
Warner contract will automatically be- 
come null and void when Publix stops 
providing presentations. 


The completed deal between Publix 
and Fanchon & Marco places the latter 
producers in the most powerful spot in 
the variety world with the exception 
of RKO. Latter leads the vaude field with 
60 weeks on hand or coming by the 
fall. F. & M. stands pat with 41 and 
expects 52. 

With the addition of the large amount 
of Publix Time and the expected indie 
houses, it is likely that Fanchon & 
Marco will establish production studios 
here and have East and West bound 
routes, instead of confining production 
to the Coast and the one-way circular 
route that travels from Los Angeles to 
the Northwest, Midwest, East and then 
South and Southwest. 

On the return of Phil Bloom, F. & M.’s 
booking manager, from his impending 
honeymoon and vacation, it is expected 


that he will confine his activities to the . 


buying of talent for the Ideas and turn 
the vaudeville books over to Jesse Kaye, 
his associate. Both men are under the 
supervision of “Doc” Howe. 

Bloom, for the last five months, has 
been buying most of the talent for the 
Ideas here. This due to the shortage 
of suitable acts for the units on the 
Coast as well as the greater selection pos- 
sible here.

the last race late in August it’s all over. 
Living is very cheap—about $1 a day; 
three good meals and good rooms. 
There’s work for the other four days of 
the week in near-by places. Town fa- 
vorably compares with Atlantic City in 
the United States. After 1 o’clock we 
lie in the sand, in the sun, and in 
all there’s as much pleasure (real fun) 
to be had here as any place I ever 
worked. This town, Ostend, would be 
very nice for anybody using window 
signs in their work and wishing to pass 
a three or four weeks’ vacation’ without 
spending money for it—in other words, 
making a good living during the time 
and have enjoyment, too. Here’s kind 
regards to all friends of the pitchman’s 
fraternity.” 


DOC FLOYD R. JOHNSTONE expresses 
his opinion (he was at Peoria, Il., and 
going west): “In the year 1894 The 
Billboard was founded. In the same year, 
I, too, was born—or should I say ‘found- 
ed?’—at any rate we are both still in 
the running. I was just sitting here, in 
front of an electric fan, meditating over 
the Pipes department of The Billboard. 
I also got thinking of all the clubs and 
organizations among the pitch folks that 
have come and gone. All of them start- 
ed with a ‘bang’ and like ‘great’ movie 
stars reach ‘great heights’ of popularity 
and then fade away. All that remains of 
them now is the No. 1 of the NPSPA, and 
the non-existing grand lodge, made up 
of members of Lodge No. 1. I have not 
yet met a pitchman who couldn't tell 
me how to operate a club and make it a 
success, and when I ask them why they 
don’t join and help put it over they all 
seem to have the same answer: ‘Why 
help those fellows when they don’t help 
me?’ Most pitchmen feel that they are 
‘big shots’ in the vocation and to hear 
some of them talk one might think 
they had reached the highest pinnacle of 
success. They want all they can get, but 
will give nothing in return for it. I have 
belonged to three of the clubs, and was 
vice-president of one of them. To my 
way of thinking, the only ‘club’ (not a 
club, but similar) that I really derive 
pleasure from and one that functions 
every week in the year, without fail, is 
‘Pipes,’ and it only costs me 15 cents 
a week—for The Billboard. ‘Gasoline 
Bill Baker’ is, figuratively, the exalted 
president, and he is always on the job! 
I often have wondered how many of the 
boys actually realize what the ‘Pipes’ 
columns mean to them? ‘Pipes’ is our 
only helpful ‘club’ and it never misses 
being at hand; so, let’s take care of it, 
and keep it clean.” |

again running for office in the NVA. Al- 
tho Kelly’s name may be brought up to- 
night, it is expected that he will decline 
with thanks, stating that he does not 
expect to spend sufficient time in New 
York in the future to give the actors’ 
organization his full attention. 

An amendment to the NVA constitu- 
tion will be brought before the members 
tonight previous to the election, extend- 
ing the term of the club's officers from 
one to three years. If this is passed, 
Healy, or whoever is elected, will be in 
for three years. 

Chesterfield, secretary of the club since 
its founding 15 years ago by E. F. Albee 
and J. J. Murdock, today said that he 
will not use the signed proxies he has 
unless absolutely necessary. Meaning 
that those votes will not be thrown in 
unless somebody at the meeting nomi- 
nates Pat Casey as a holdover as treas- 
urer of the NVA. Then they will be in 
opposition to Casey or anybody else 
whom Chesterfield believes to be a VMA- 
controlled man.

riers are at the same time making appli- 
cations in increasing numbers to ICC for 
permission to reduce rates to meet motor 
truck competition. This, therefore, pre- 
sents a unique situation. Exact mechan- 
ics of this latter move are in the way 
of requests for permission to reduce rates 
on a large number of commodities with- 
out reference to the present provision re- 
quiring 30-day notice of such intention. 
As a result of the complicated situation 
developing, outcome is almost certain to 
be bound up with the question of what 
shall or shall not be done as to co-ordi- 
nation of rail-highway transport. 

There are those in fact who believe 
that rail lines are not seriously expecting 
favorable action upon their 15 per cent 
increase request, but are hoping at least 
to get into the record data which they 
think might help them in their efforts 
to combat competition from motor truck 
and bus carriers. One signifieant fact 
is that in most cases applications for 
permission to lower rates on given com- 
modities are being granted the railroads, 
making the situation even more anoma- 
lous than ever. Determined efforts to pre- 
vent the 15 per cent blanket increase 
asked are being made by individuals, com- 
mercial and industrial organizations, etc., 
and these have been given until July 20 
in which to submit protests.
